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Mini-Bikes Pose 
Maxi-Hazards For 
Village, Parks 


The hazards Involving mini-bikes, par- 


ticularly the hazards to park district in- 
surance policies, were discussed at 
length Tuesday by the Elk Grove Park 
District Bttrd and the village board of 
trustees. 


The two boards in a joint meeting 


heard a report from park district intern 
Harold Anderson recommending that 
they try to Interest the Cook County For- 
est Preserve District in providing mini- 
bike trails for area youngsters. 


Failing that, Anderson recommended 


that the two boards study a mini-bike 
program started by the Carol Stream 
Park District in DuPage County, with an 
eye toward copying it in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


The small motorized vehicles, which 


have an engine of five or less horse- 
power, cannot be licensed for use on pub- 
lic streets or sidewalks and are mostly 
being ridden on private property, Ander- 
son said. 


"ALL THE AREAS I've found where 


mini-bikes are being driven, the owners 
said they didn't know about it and re- 
sented the fact the bikes were there," he 
said. 


Trustees and park commissioners 


agreed the bikes are a problem since 
large numbers of youngsters in the vil- 
lage, most of them under the legal driv- 
ing age of 16, own them. 


However, park commissioners and 


Jack Claes, director of parks and recrea- 
tion, pointed out the park district faces 
problems^ with providing trails for the 
mini-bikes because of the liability in- 
volved. 


"We have a general liability policy 


that will cover it, but the problem is if 
we have any accidents there will be 
trouble when the policy comes up for re- 
newal," Claes said. 


In Carol Stream, the park district is 


providing mini-bike trails and a club of 
mini-bike owners and their parents has 
been started by the police department, 
Anderson said. 


THE PROGRAM first began on Aug. 1 


and has been operating only one month, 
so results are not yet available, Ander- 
son said. In Carol Stream police are reg- 
istering mini-bikes and owners are buy- 
ing license plates and insurance so they 
can use the park district trails. 


The two boards agreed to ask the Cook 


County Council of Governments and the 
Northwest Park District Conference to 
ask the forest preserve district to pro- 
vide mini-bike trails for the whole area. 
The forest preserve currently does not 
allow mini-bike or motorcycles in its pre- 
serves. 


In 
addition, park commissioners 


agreed to watch the program in Carol 
Stream and to continue study on adopt- 
ing a similar plan. 


Queen Of Rosary Opening 
Tuesday With New Plans 


Queen of the Rosary Catholic School in 


Elk Grove Village will open Tuesday 
with a newly coordinated program of re- 
ligious education. 


Sister Mary Edward, principal, said 


the staff has been working all summer 
on coordinating religious instruction for 
children in all grades. 


"We are trying to strengthen the whole 


moral education program we provide. 
That is our purpose as a private school," 
she said. 


In addition, she said, the school will 


have revised programs in English and 
reading, including a language arts center 
for upper grade children, and a revised 
science program. 


THE LANGUAGE arts center, she 


said, wiU be the second at the school.- 
The primary grades have had one in the 
past which provided individual instruc- 
tion for first and second graders. 


Sister Edward said 890 students are en- 


rolled for the coming year, a decrease 
froth last year's enrollment of 990. 


The school will have 225 students in the 


shared time program in which seventh 
and eighth grade students receive some 
instruction at Grove Junior High School, 
the public school across the street from 


Queen of the Rosary. The shared time 
program began in 1965. 


Tuition at Queen of the Rosary was in- 


creased this year from $125 to $144 for 
one child and from $170 to $196 for two or 
more children. 


Patricia Clifford of 501 Corinthia is 


president of the school's lay board of 
education.

Former School Bus Radio Dispatched 
Mobile Printing Plant Serves Area 


A school bus — minus kids — is roam- 


ing Northwest suburban industrial parks. 


The bus no longer serves its original 


purpose of hauling children to their 
schools. It's a printing plant where local; 
companies can have business forms and 
letters run off. 


The bus, bearing the name "Mobile 


Print," is radio dispatched from the Rob- 
ert L. Peters Co., a printing firm at 32 S. 


Kerwood, Palatine. 


The service started more than a month 


ago and has been successful so far, Mrs. 
Peters, wife of the owner, said recently. 


"It's a new concept," she said. "The 


bus is equipped to run camera-ready off- 
set copy and it's a one-man operation." 


Before starling the mobile operation, 


she said, the company surveyed in- 
dustries in the Elk Grove Village indus- 


trial parks to find out what kind of ser- 
vices they needed. 


"LAST WEEK we had a company that 


needed 200 copies of a letter that had to 
get mailed out," she said. "We could run 
it right in the parking lot." 


Most of the companies have then- own 


copying machines for short-run copies, 
but longer ones come out better using the 
equipment on the bus, she said. 


The Mobile Print bus serves suburban industrial parks. 


In addition, Ken Natzke, who mans the 


bus, can explain to the companies that 
some of their needs take more time and 
can be filled by sending the job into the 
main office in Palatine for printing. 


"He acts as a salesman, too," she said. 
And there is one other thing about the 


bus - it is marked "Unit 2." 


"We have just Unit 2," Mrs. Peters 


said. "My husband thought about it and 
he decided that these companies 
wouldn't know if we had more than one 
unit anyway. It's kind of a psychological 
thing."

Defer Ruling On Race 
Track Liquor Licenses 


The Illinois Liquor Control Commission 


Tuesday deferred its decision on whether 
to revoke liquor licenses held by Western 
Concessions Inc. at Arlington Park Race 
Track and the Arlington Towers Hotel. 


Commission chairman Donald Adams 


was not available for comment but 
sources in the commission's office, 188 
W. Randolph St., Chicago, said an an- 
nouncement could be made Sept. 10 or 
17. 


The liquor commission's next regular 


meeting is scheduled for Sept. 17. 


Western Concessions, which holds liq- 


uor licenses at four Chicago area race 
tracks, faces possible loss of the permits 
because of political contributions made 
by the late Philip J. Levin, former presi- 
dent of the company. 


In testimony abefore the commission 


Monday, attorneys for Western Con- 
cessions offered to produce a list of other 
liquor dealers who have made similar 
political contributions. 


THE ATTORNEYS have argued that 


there have been no prosecutions under 
the little-known law, which prohibits a 
holder of a stae liquor license from mak- 
ing political contributions if he derives 
more than 5 per cent of his gross income 
from liquor sales, since its enactment in 
1937. 


Morton C. Kaplan, attorney for the 


commission, presented figures at Mon- 
day's hearing which purported to show 
that Western Concessions last year 
grossed $7 million, with $2 million com- 
ing from the sale of liquor. 


Western Concessions' attorney Stephen 


C. Shamberg has asked for subpoena 
powers to call other liquor dealers to tes- 
tify before the commission in an effort to 
show the widespread disregard of the 
little-known law. 


He added the wage freeze will delay 


any raises negotiated now until Novem- 
ber. Rudd denied the board or teachers 
are delaying negotiation settlement while 
looking for loopholes in the freeze. 


Wage talks did not start until last May. 


When schools closed in early June talks 
were progressing but settlement had not 
been reached. 


Ronald Ruble, board spokesman, said 


normally negotiations open in December 
and take about six months. 


Mrs. Cichy said the teachers requested 


negotiations in late April because they 
saw no reason for extended talks and an- 
ticipated rapid and easy negotiations. 


SHE DESCRIBED THE negotiations as 


s m o o t h , friendly and encouraging. 
"There are no problems in this district 
and this I believe reflects the commu- 
nity, teacher's and board member's atti- 
tude of cooperation," said Mrs. Cichy. 


"Our last session on Aug. 31 was satis- 


fying and makes me confident a settle- 
ment is near, said Ruble. 


U. S. Seizes 5,000 Cans 
Of Soup Feared Tainted 


More than 5,000 cans of soup suspected 


of being contaminated will be seized 
from a Rolling Meadows warehouse by 
federal officials. 


The U.S. Food and Drug Adminis- 


tration notified Kehe Food Distributors 
Tuesday that 5,203 cans of Bon Vivant 
soup will be confiscated from the firm's 
warehouse at 1125 Carnagie St. The Bon 
Vivant soup, manufactured in New Jer- 
sey, "may be abnormal indicative of 
spoilage" and also "may have been pre- 
pared under conditions where it might be 
contaminated," Fred Hereford, director 
of the FDA complaint branch said yes- 
terday. 


The Bon Vivant soup began being re- 


called in July when a New York man's 
death allegedly was caused by the soup.

warehouse manager, said the soup had 
been returned to the. warehouse from

Blue Jay number 873-84-323, known to 


his Schaumburg friends as plain old B. 
J., is hanging around the Carlton and 
Monet Court area. 


He hasn't been an unwelcome summer 


guest but the court's residents are wor- 
ried that B. J. is neglecting his job with 
the Fish and Wildlife Service in Washing- 
ton D.C. 


B. J. is banded and the number he car- 


ries is supposed to supply the wildlife 
service with a pattern of information 
about his travels and habits. 


The Carlton and Monet Court residents 


can attest to his eating habits, but sus- 
pect that B. J. has decided to drop his 
travels and live the life of a freeloader. 


B. J. was first sighted in Schaumburg 


about three weeks ago. Since that time 
he has set up a breakfast, lunch and din- 
ner flight pattern in a one-mile area. His 
diet includes raw meat, chocolate chip 
cookies, bread 
and grains, 
lettuce, 


shrimp, and anything else that isn't 
nailed down, say his feeders. 


Mrs. Sue Simmerer, 729 Monet Ct. has 


notified the wildlife service that 873-84- 
323, is in Schaumburg. "I expect to hear 
from the service any day now and we 
should know where B. J. was banded and 
released and how far he has traveled," 
she added. 


MRS. SIMMERER said a representa- 


tive of the Audubon Society at the Field 
Museum told her that is how birds are 
traced.

Orlando Rivera doesn't give his art 


work to just anybody. 


He gave his latest sculpture, a grey 


ceramic elephant, to President Nixon. 


In fact, the 11-year-old Maryville 


Academy youth presented the elephant to 
the President in person. 


Accompanied by Father Arthur Fagan 


of the Academy, Orlando flew to Wash- 
ington D.C., in July, spent 20 minutes 
with President Nixon in the White House 
and toured the historic sights of the capi- 
tal city for a day before flying back 
home to Des Plaines. 


The trip and the presidential audience 


were Orlando's prizes for winning first 
place with his elephant in an art exhibit 
for handicapped children sponsored in 
the spring by Northern Illinois Univer- 
sity and the instructional materials cen- 
ter of the state education office. 


He created the elephant last spring in 


an art class at River Trails Dist. 26 Eu- 
clid School in Mount Prospect, where he 
was a student in a special class for edu- 
cable mentally handicapped children. 


Dolores Beckman, Orlando's teacher at 


that time, sent the ceramic animal to the' 
art exhibit. 


Out of 700 pieces submitted to the ex- 


hibit, Orlando's elephant 'was chosen to 
be presented to President Nixon. 


According to George Pica, an educa- 


tion specialist at the instructional mate- 
rials center, "About 125 of the art pieces 
were exhibited and distributed later to 
prominent officials. Each child received 
a letter of recognition from an official. 
We were trying to call attention to the 
creativity of handicapped children." 


"I chose Orlando's project for the 


President because it is a symbol of his 
political party," he said. 


Originally Orlando was scheduled to 


fly to Washington D.C. in May with Mi- 
chael Bakalis, state superintendent of 
public instruction, and Father Thomas 
Hinterberger of the academy, his legal 
guardian. The plans were canceled when 
President Nixon flew instead to Califor- 
nia that weekend to welcome home a 
military group from Vietnam. 


With the help of Chicago Cong. Roman 


Pucinski, the trip was rescheduled for 
July and according to Father Fagan, 
"We were given the red carpet treat- 
ment." 


Father Fagan said, "It was a warm 


and friendly visit. The President was in- 
terested in knowing all about Maryville. 
He was pleased to hear that federal aid 
was reaching our kids and said the 
Neighborhood Youth Corps and Title I 
educational programs are purposefully 
designed to help worthy youngsters like 
Maryville's child population. He was 
very pleased to hear that taxpayers' 
money was hitting its target dead-cen- 
ter." 


Orlando said President Nixon 
was 


"nice" and that he seemed to like his 
ceramic gift. He said he "liked the White 
House best" out of the sights he toured in 
Washington D. C. "It was the first time 
I'd ever been on a plane, too," Orlando 
said. 


Earlier in the summer, before the 


presidential visit had been rescheduled. 
Father Hinterberger took Orlando on a 
tour of Springfield, 111., where they vis- 
ited the capital and met several legisla- 
tors. 


His traveling days are over for now. 


Orlando is a sixth-grader at Euclid 
School. He said he is looking forward to 
his next art class. "I'm going to make 
something different next time," the 
young sculptor said. "I don't know who 
I'll give it to yet."

The committee is studying the need for 


low and moderate-income housing in Ar- 
lington Heights and is planning to have a 
report prepared for the Village Board by 
Oct. 15. The committee includes mem- 
bers of the Arlington Heights Village 
Board and plan commision.

Detention 
Issue Eyed 


Basic information about the nation's 


state and local facilities for handling 
Juvenile offenders will be collected for 
the first time in a special survey to be 
launched in late August by the Bureau of 
the Census, U. S. Department of Com- 
merce, for the Justice Department. 


Information about these detention and 


correction facilities will be used by the 
Justice Department's Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration (LEAA) to 
implement national programs in the 
criminal justice field. 


THE SURVEY, to be taken by mailing 


questionnaires to offocials in charge of 
the institutions, will cover an estimated 
750 such detention and correction facil- 
ities in all 50 states. Included will be 
temporary care detention centers and 
shelters; training schools, camps, farms, 
and ranches for longer term care; recep- 
tion and diagnostic centers; halfway 
houses and group homes; and even com- 
munity facilities that provide daily coun- 
seling and education combined with 
home residence. 


The data will be collected through the 


end of October, and results will be pub- 
lished as soon as practicable. 


Information to be gathered will include 


data on the age and characteristics of 
physical plants; the number, sex, and 
types of Instltuional residents; number of 
professional and non-professional staffs; 
governmental units responsible for oper- 
ating the centers; and details about cor-

House Bill 2705, *2'/i million is appro- 
priated and another $2'/4 million is 
reappropriated to the IHDA. 


The funds will enable the housing au- 


thority to take advantage of federal pro- 
grams, according to the IHDA Director 
Daniel P. Kearney. 


The bill contains an appropriation of 


$500,000 for grants to private developers 


which will enable them to set tower 
monthly payments for moderate-income 
families, he said. Another appropriation 
of $400,000 provides for the operating ex- 
penses for nonprofit housing groups ad- 
ministering federal programs. 


Governor Ogilvie also approved a bill 


HB 2375 exempting all school districts 
from the 2% per cent debt limitation. 


The bin sets a 6 per cent debt limit for 
dual school districts (grades K through 8 
or 9 through 12) and a 12 per cent debt 
limit on unit school districts (K through 
12). It also provides that districts having 
applications filed with the School Build- 
ing Commission will be held to the debt 
limit in effect at the time the application 
was approved. 


In other action, the governor approved 


a series of bills HBs 2493 through 2497 
extending the time period in which the 
Chicago and downstate sanitary districts, 
the Chicago Park District, and the Chi- 
cago and downstate school districts may 
enter into leases with public building 
commissions. The bills extend the 20- 
year time period to 40 years.

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Urges Changes In Educational System

NEW YORK (UP1) - "Compuliory 


education." some critics maintain, "em- 
balms students, turning off their curios- 
ity." 


•'The trouble with education," other 


critics claim, "is that there are too many 
frills, plus too much coddling of stu- 
dents." 


"Experimentation, that's all, that's 


what goes on in the classrooms, ex- 
perimentation at taxpayers' expense," 
other non-friends of contemporary educa- 
tion are fond of saying. 


So what really is the function of educa- 


tion? 


Ewak) Nyquist. a state education com- 


missioner, says one of the vital tasks of 
education was stated in front of a Baptist 
church in Tulsa, Okla. 


The sign read: 


Education's task 


"Help Mop truth decay." 


Nyquist, commissioner of education for 


New York State, did his telling at the 
30th annual superintendents workshop, 
sponsored by the Teachers College at Co- 
lumbia University, for school bosses 
from across the nation. 


Pressure on public education include 


the voices of the young raised against 
the established order in general and 
again the educational system in particu- 
lar, according to Nyquist. 


"And 
they have been joined by the 


poor and the blacks," he said. "They 
r e p r e s e n t t h e n e w dis- 


establishmentarianism. The cry for rele- 
vance has echoed through our com- 
partmentalized schools with their lock- 
step programs, standardized schedules, 
prescribed curricula, and other rigidities. 


" P R E S E N T EDUCATION is too 


frequently an experience characterized 
by information gathering, with its fact- 
centered, course - centered, subject • 
centered, grade-getting, bell-interrupted 
activities, and fragmentation in terms of 
time, space, subjects and teachers." 


Nyquist said it reminds him of the 


"new" three R's: rote, restraint and 
regurgitation." 


If education is to really help stop truth 


decay and contribute to the development 
of a rapidly changing society, shifts are 
needed. Among those cited by Nyquist 
were: 


—From a system geared for relatively 


slow evolution to one capable of rapid 
change. 


—From a system to provide mainly 


predetermined curricula and programs 
to one geared to supporting the ongoing 
development of students. 


—From a system which provides con- 


tributions only at early and middle years 
of a person's life to one geared for sus- 
tained contributions appropriate at every 
stage of a lifetime. 


—From a system geared to provide 


mainly knowledge, treating knowledge as 
an end in itself, to one geared to helping 
people learn how to use what they learn 
and how to work together productively. 


The "new system of education that will 


result" if such shifts occur, said, 
Nyquist, will find "all people and re- 
sources in the community used more ef- 
fectively in the school program." 


HE SAID OTHER marks of the "new 


education" that must be achieved before 
the end of the century, unless one pro- 
poses to short-change students, are: 


—It will be self-renewing, always will- 


ing and able to change when necessary. 


—It will be continually evaluating itself 


and building on its strengths and elimi- 
nating its weaknesses. 
• 


—Decisions will be made by those af- 


fected by them. 


—Each student will have an individual 


course of instruction based on his needs 
and desires. 


—It will emphasize the process of 


learning rather than information-gather- 
ing. 
. Anl, perhaps, best of all for students, 
as Nyquist described it, the new educa- 
tion will achieve "zero reject."

feel in poor health in general and that 
isn't too surprising. Rheumatoid arthritis 
us more than just a disease of the joints. 
It does cause fatigue and in many people 
a feeling of generalized illness. It affects 
the whole body. A low-grade fever is 
common. It is a serious disease and de- 
serves careful attention to prevent defor- 
mities and to help a person lead as nor- 
mal a life as possible.

It Is possible that the person with rheu- 


matoid arthritis receive adequate medi- 
cal attention. Much can be done. This 
includes measures to prevent defor- 
mities. 


It is important to learn the best way to 


try to maintain a full range of motion for 
all the joints. In certain cases where de- 
formities have occurred, surgery can be 
very useful. 


I WOULD LIKE to recommend to you 


the services of The Arthritis Foundation, 
a non-profit organization formed to help 
people with arthritis.

They help support arthritis clinics 
that integrate all the different specialty 
areas needed and even home-care pro- 
grams. Some family doctors like to have 
their patients seen by a specialized clin- 
ic, geared to help with the complex prob- 
lems of the arthritis patient.

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'Old World9 Ruins In U.S. Backyard 


by DAVID HENDIN 


NEW YORK - Why do thousands of 


Americans insist on traveling abroad to 
explore Old World ruins when there are 
equally significant ancient remains liter- 
ally in their own backyard? 


That ii one question asked by Kurt W. 


M a r e k , cigar-smoking, German-born 
writer who 20 years ago wrote "Gods, 
Graves and Scholars," a popular, now- 
classic book about Old World archae- 
ology. The book brought instant fame — 
not to Marek, but to C. W. Ceram, whose 
name appeared as author. 


Ceram, however, was the nom de 


plume adopted by Marek to avoid any 
conflict with his position as a literary 
critic in his home country of Germany. 
"Gods . . ." has been translated into 26 
languages. 


Now, two decades and a half-dozen 


books later, C. W. Ceram (the pen name 
remains) has turned his attention to the 
archaeology of the country where he now 
makes his home — the United States. 


"HOW MANY Americans realize that 


their own part of the New World was 
once the scene of flourishing cultures, 
that here, too, there are 'pyramids' 
(mounds) and mummies to study, that 
treasures of enormous scientific and ma- 
terial value have been unearthed, and 
that archaeologists can now pursue the 
lives of the First Americans back to the 
Ice age, back to the mammoth hunters?" 
Ceram asks. 


If all of these things are true — and 


they are / why is the study of these "pre- 
historic American periods" so slighted in 
elementary and high schools, while early 
civilizations of Greece, Rome and Fertile 
Crescent get all the attention? 


"It is really difficult to explain," says 


Ceram, whose new book, "The First 
American, a Story of North American 
Archaeology, (Harcourt, Brace & Jova- 
novich)," has recently been published. 


"AMERICAN 
YOUNGSTERS 
learn 


about the Mayas and the Aztecs, but did 
you know that there are people who have 
been living in Ohio for 40 years and have 
never heard of mounds? When I dis- 
covered this I was very surprised that so 
many interesting things were unknown, 
buried in mountains of scientific liter- 
ature not understandable by laymen," he 
says. 


He notes that the First Americans 


were actually members of the Mongoloid 
race from northern Siberia. They came 
over the land bridge — now the Bering 
Strait — in different waves of immigra- 
tion. The most important waves were 
25,000 and 13,000 years ago. As they trav- 
eled south, they left groups which even- 
tually became the various tribes of 
American Indians. 


Ruins from these, the earliest Ameri- 


can settlers, are strewn about the coun- 
try, "mostly in Ohio, New Mexico and 
the Mississippi Valley," Ceram says, 
"but there are ruins from the Great 
Lakes to Florida." And some of those 


ruins are nothing less than spectacular. 


The Cahokia Mound in Illinois only a 


few minutes east of St. Louis, for ex- 
ample, is thought to be the largest of the 
North American "pyramids." 


The flat-topped mound is more than 100 


feet high, 1,080 feet long and 710 feet 
wide. As a contrast, the largest Egyptian 
pyramid, that of Pharaoh Cheops at Gi- 
zah, is 480 feet high and the tour regular 
sides each 756 feet long. 


"THIS WOULD mean," Ceram notes, 


"that the base of the American pyramid 
is nearly 200,000 square feet larger than 
the biggest Egyptian pyramid! But there 
is also the group around the American 
pyramid to consider. The Cahokia Mound 
was once the center of more than a nun- 
d r e d s m a l l e r , likewise flat-topped

mounds, and within an area of seven 
miles around it there are another 300." 


With sites like Cahokia Mound nearby, 


why would a Midwesterner travel abroad 
first? The answer lies within individuals, 
or, perhaps, in the fact that they never 
knew of the treasures so close to home. 
"I hope to change that," Ceram says. 


"It's just a question of knowing some- 


thing about our background. A man with- 
out a background is not a man with char- 
acter. In order for a man not to feel ab- 
solutely lost he ought to know he has a 
background of thousands of years."

It's hard to imagine a two-year-old

Barb made the biggest splash by daz- 


zling the national competition at each 
site. The first leg of her incredible sum- 
mer came at the 16th Annual Chau- 
tauqua Invitational at Dayton, Ohio dur- 
ing the weekend of June 18. 


Swimming in the eight-and-under divi- 


sion as a three-year veteran, Barbara re- 
served a space in the meet record books 
by torpedoing to honors in the 100-yard 
freestyle. She returned for another gold 
medal performance in the 50-yard but- 
terfly before ringing up a pair of thirds 
in the 50-yard back and freestyle events. 
A fifth in the 50-yard breaststroke cap- 
ped quite a weekend for the potential su- 
perstar. 


Patti was no slouch either. She touched

Barbara continued her incredible pace 
with a new meet record in the 50-meter 
freestyle and another trophy dash in the 
50-meter butterfly before settling for a 
second in the breaststroke. 


Patti, meanwhile, introduced herself to 


the new breed of competition with a sixth 
in the 200-meter freestyle. 


The final stepping stone of the summer 


was the enormous Culligan Invitational 
at Northbrook.

Parents who have been facing difficul- 


ty finding an apartment because land- 
lords or rental agents won't allow chil- 
dren in the building may find they have 
the law on their side. 


The Illinois State Bar Association, 


comprised of approximately 15,000 attor- 
neys, reports that a 62-year-old law pro- 
vides legal recourse. 


According to the law adopted by the 


Illinois Legislature in 1909, it is illegal 
"and opposed to public policy" for a 
landlord or a rental agent to refuse to 
rent an apartment to the parents of 
small children. 


It states that no property owner or his 


agent may require as a condition of the 
lease that there be no children under 14 
years of age living in the apartment. And 
it says neither can anyone be forced to 
give up an apartment because of chil- 
dren born after moving in, the ISBA 
notes. 


The lawyer's group said the law ap- 


plies to individual landlords and agents 
as well as to corporations and associ- 
ations owning or operating the property. 
And it noted that violation of the law car- 
ried with it a fine of $50 to $100 for each 
infraction.

Those South players who simply use 


the last two letters of "ARCH" would 
waste little time with today's hand. 


They would Count just three losers. 


The ace and king of trumps and the ace 
of diamonds. They would ask them- 
selves, "How can we make this hand?" 
and note that they could simply knock 
out the ace and king of trumps and then 
concede a trick to the ace of diamonds. 


After that start they would lead a 


trump at trick two. East would take his 
king and lead another spade. They would 
win and play a second trump. West 
would win that and lead a diamond to 
East's ace. East would lead a third 
spade and West would ruff for the forrth 
defensive trick. 


Better declarers would Analyze the 


lead as the top of a doubleton. They 
would note that potential fourth loser and 
look to see if they could do anything 
about it. 


After a tittle thought they would see 


the possibilities of the diamonds. After 
winning the first trick in dummy, the 
king of diamonds would be led. Should 
East duck they would find a way to avoid 
the loss of a diamond trick. Should East 
win and lead back a spade, South would 
win in his hand and discard dummy's 
last two spades on the queen and jack of

Attack Roots 


To Fight Crime 


Increasing the number of police- 


men or improving prisons or the 
probation system won't halt crime 
in the suburbs. To reduce the 
crime rate, a change in the total 
system of criminal justice is neces- 
sary. 


That's the message in a 
com- 


mendable and sweeping series of 
recommendations presented two 
weeks ago by the Cook County 
Committee on Criminal Justice, a 
governmental group which has 
been studying suburban crime for 
the past two years. 


"Prevention should be our num- 


ber one goal. It is no longer logical 
to continue to only strengthen our 
police departments. This is analo- 
gous to applying a bandage to a 
festering sore," the report states. 


"We must not ignore the police 


functions, but we must begin to as- 
sist the police by alleviating crime. 
This can only be done by treating 
the causes as well as the symp- 
toms," it continues. 


The report, which is a five-year 


comprehensive plan, offers a vari- 
ety of projects which may shortly 
be funded out of $42 million in fed- 
eral money: 


—For criminal justice personnel, 


specialized and advanced training 
to become better acquainted with 
criminal problems today; 


—For police, police-community 


and police management studies, as 
well as construction of local and 
regional facilities; 


—For correctional systems, local 


facilities for young adults and cen- 
tral booking centers on a regional 
basis; 


—For the courts, "mini-Centers" 


to house court-related facilities, 
studies of probation and creation of 
a criminal justice information sys- 
tem; 


—For adult and juvenile crime 


prevention, a variety of vocational 
and guidance centers; 


—For science and technology, a 


county-wide emergency phone sys- 
tem, as well as more sophisticated 
communications systems. 


The Committee coordinates and 


plans the distribution of funds un- 
der the Omnibus Crime Control 


and Safe Streets act of 1968. Now 
that its recommendations have 
been made public, it will be up to 
local or other county agencies to 
develop them. 


It is easy to complain that the 


proposal is merely another power 
grab for the county to develop an 
overly centralized police system, 
with some invisible bureaucracy in 
Chicago issuing orders on how 
criminal justice shall be meted out. 


However, the Committee's report 


stresses the development of strong 
local programs to cope with local 
problems. It stresses a regional ap- 
proach only with such agencies as 
the courts and the prisons, which 
are already so centralized and un- 
available for the direct immediate 
needs of the suburbs. 


For example, the juvenile court 


and the Audy Home for Children 
are in Chicago, and very distant 
for children and their parents who 
have had run-ins with the police. A 
stop-gap measure has been the sta- 
tion adjustment with local police; 
an improved step would be a local 
juvenile court and a juvenile care 
(facility for the more severe cases. 


The report recognizes local law 


enforcement is the beginning of the 
criminal justice process, and that 
local police must continue to have 
the ability to fight crime. It en- 
courages, though, that system of 
crime fighting to have the benefit 
of as much professional training as 
possible, with the backup of infor- 
mation and youth and adult ser- 
vices whenever possible. 


But improvements in local police 


departments will be worthless un- 
less the courts can have effective 
communications with probation of- 
ficials. Likewise, unless prisons 
can stop turning youthful offenders 
into hardened criminals, the local 
improvements are worthless. 


By necessity, the Committee 


must parcel out money for individ- 
ual projects; it cannot build from 
scratch the basic system which is 
needed. But in its report and its 
recommendations, the Committee 
seeks an overall approach to the 
mounting 
problem of suburban 


crime. 


Saved: 3.29 Missiles 


We hear a lot about "cost over- 


runs" in national defense— that is, 
a weapon or weapons system cost- 
ing umpteen million more than 
originally figured. 


It comes as a pleasant surprise 


to learn there actually are such 
things as "cost underruns." At 
least, there is one of this rare spe- 
cies. 


The U.S. Air Force has an- 


nounced that intensive cost reduc- 
tion efforts by North American 
Rockwell Corp. in the development 
of Minuteman III guidance and 
control systems have resulted in a 
major cost underrun of $10.5 mil- 
lion. The saving is equivalent to 
the cost of 3.29 missiles. 


This may seem like a drop in the 


bucket compared to the total 
multi-billion-dollar defense budget. 
But every $10 million helps.

Parochiaid Deserves A Better Look 


Your recent editorial, "New Challenge 


for Parochiad," was a curious exercise 
in journalism. Its purposes appear to 
have been threefold — to demonstrate 
awareness of recent events, to establish 
mastery of the obvious, and to reiterate 
a position that is unassailable for its lack 
of substance. Each of these purposes, in- 
tended or not, was well served. 


The position taken — "thaithe respon- 


sibility of the legislature is to public 
schools" — is no position at all. But, it 
does raise the question, "What is the re- 
sponsibility of the legislature and the leg- 
islator to the public schools?"

not news. What is often obscured is the 
fact that the same problem is being ad- 
dressed in each instance — the cost of 
education in relation to its value in all 
our educational institutions. 


The cost of public education has risen 


dramatically in recent years, essentially 
because of two factors. First, there has 
been a concerted and necessary drive to 
increase teachers' salaries. In the middle 
1950s the NEA set a goal of $10,000 per 
year average salary for elementary and 
high school teachers. That goal has un- 
doubtedly been increased since then, as 
it should have been. At the same time, 
however, another goal was established, 
the merit of which has never really been 
proved. That goal was reduction of the 
pupil/teacher ration in public schools to 
a 20 to 1 level. The economic impact of 
the latter, questionable goal, combined 
with the need for higher salaries, has 
been a geometric one. In addition, the 
scope of educational programs has con- 
tinually expanded. We now face the stork 
fact that our tax base can no longer sup- 
port the increasing cost of our public 
schools. Many sources of revenue must 
be found or educational programs must 
. be frozen and, perhaps, cut back. 


Private schools face the same eco- 


nomic crisis with fewer resources at 
their command. They do have an al- 
ternative which public schools do not 
have. They can close their doors, as 
many have already done. If this becomes 
the only alternative available to the pri- 
vate schools, the cost of public education 
will be subjected to another dramatic in- 
crease. That increase might very well be 
enough to insure a reduction in all public 
school educational programs. 


It is this set of problems that has moti- 


vated legislators all over the nation to 


continue to seek ways of providing public 
aid to private schools. To imply that 
their efforts are merely constitutional 
gymnastics is a disservice to those legis- 
lators, to your readers, and to your- 
selves. 


Parochiaid is topical, but it doesn't 


pose much of a threat to our public 
school system. The cost of education — 
public and private — is also topical, and 
failure to solve that problem poses a se- 
vere threat to us all. If parochiaid, con- 
stitutionol or not, contributes to the solu- 
tion of the larger problem, it is worthy of 
support in the legislature and, perhaps, 
in The Herald.

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Large Gas Users To Seek Alternate

YORK (UPI) - An invisible 
illc polymer developed in Czech- 


oslovakia may save U. S. building own- 
ers millions of dollars annually in their 
fight to save surfaces from the raves of 
weather, pollution and the nimble fingers 
of graffiti artists 


The annual bill for sandblasting and 


steam cleaning buildings, bridges, tun- 
nels, monuments, statues and the like is 
estimated at one-half billion dollars per 
year. And that doesn't include the dam- 
age done before and during the cleaning. 
Sandblasting, for instance, erodes the 
surface being cleaned and also produces 
pollutants. Steam scrubbing is expensive, 
messy and sometimes ineffective. 


Hydron 300, a unique polymer devel- 


oped by the Czechslovak Academy of Sci- 
ence and marketed by the Sampson 
Chemical Corporation of New York un- 
der a licensing agreement with the Na- 
tional patent Development Corporation, 
seems to solve many cleanup problems. 


"TAKE THE Brooklyn-Battery Tunnel 


in New York City, which we've just 
coated with Hydron 300," said Donald J. 
Weiss, president of the non-public Samp- 
son Company.

The polymer resists weather, pollu- 


tants, graffiti and even add by simula- 
ting the human skin to a remarkable de- 
gree. Masonry coated with it actually 
breathes, 
maintaining the necessary 


equilibrium but resisting the Intrusion of 
dust, water, grime paint and ink. It 
works on unpolished marble and granite, 
regular or precast cement, glazed or ce- 
ramic brick, common brick, limestone 
and sandstone. It also prevents the yel- 


lowing of tile and marble. 


COST OF applying it runs from 11 to 20 


cents per square foot, according to 
Weiss 


It can be sprayed or brushed on a sur- 


face and "cures" to 80 per cent effective- 
ness in 30 minutes, according to Weiss. A 
36-hour waiting period is suggested for 
100 per cent effectiveness. 


In many cases, the normal washing ac- 


tion of rain will keep a surface treated 
with Hydron 300 free of atmospheric con- 
taminants and grime Where surfaces 
have been attacked by oil-based paints, 
Magic Markers, crayon and lipstick, a 
special solvent will remove the unwanted 
markings via brushing action.

The amount of natural gas used by off- 


peak customers could serve 175,000 resi- 
dential customers, the spokesman said.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The city of 


Los Angeles is spending almost $300 mil- 
lion to "eradicate" 1,994 private homes 
around the ocean coast airport, the na- 
tion's second busiest, to deal with the 
protest over the noise of jetliners. Only 
Chicago's O'Hare Airport is busier. 


The city is buying the homes, some 


with fine sea views and swimming pools, 
at prices ranging from $28,000 to $115,000 
and either demolishing them or reselling 
them for movement elsewhere. 


The homes are spread over 400 acres 


on the outskirts of Los Angeles Inter- 
national Airport. 


In the most extreme method ever de- 


vised to deal with airport noise, the city, 
for example bought one house for $97,000 
and paid a wrecking company $360 to de- 
stroy it. 


THE PROJECT will take about two 


years. When it is finished, only bare land 
will remain where until recently more 
than 8,000 people lived. The purchases 
are being financed by 30-year revenue 
bonds. 


Not only homes but other buildings are 


being destroyed. One school covering a 
10-acre square of ground was demo- 
lished. 


Some of the houses are being sold at 


prices ranging from $300 to $3,000 to indi- 
viduals and developers to be moved else- 
where. 


The noise of the landing craft, particu- 


larly is heard far from the immediate 
surrounding area, particularly in the 
communities of Inglewood and El Se- 
gundo, and no program was initiated for 
those tens of thousands of residents.

Your friend earns 
more than the allowable $1,680 but can 
still qualify for a payment for the 
months her earnings are $140 or less. 
Your friend is old enough for social se- 
curity and is considered "retired" in the 
months of July and August. 


Q — Three weeks ago, a man was at 


our house asking for the address of a 
former neighbor. He said he was from 
the social security office but I wondered 
about it later on. What should I have 
done? 


A — The social security representative 


will never be offended if you ask to see 
his or her identification card. They will 
compliment you for doing so. Also, you 
could check with the office to which he is 
assigned. If he is truly a representative 
he won't mind. Imposters can be exposed 
in this manner. 


Q — I just signed up for Medicare and 


would like to know when I will receive 
my Medicare card? 


A — Allow 3 months time if you 


haven't received it by then contact your 
social security office. If a need for medi- 
cal services arises before the card ar- 
rives contact your social security office 
and ask for a letter showing your eligi- 
bility.

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THOR HEYERDAHL 


by ROBERT OOCHNAR 


NEW YORK - Let it never be said 


that Thor Heyerdahl lacks a sense of 
drama. 


He did, after all, build his first papyrus 


boat in the shadow of the pyramids and 
have it dragged by 500 Egyptian athletes 
to the water for transport to Morocco, 
which was, strictly speaking, hardly nec- 
essary. 


He did choose a crew from seven dif- 


ferent nations (only Norway and Sweden 
were represented on Kon-Tiki). 


He did decide to test the seaworthiness 


of a papyrus boat by crossing the Atlan- 
tic Ocean in it (something a "true" aca- 
demic wouldn't dream of doing). Theo- 
ries, after all, are put to the test in labo- 
ratories. 


Despite the accusations of "show busi- 


ness science" (some even say he timed 
his 1969 landing on Barbados to coincide 
with the day Neil Armstrong stepped 
onto the moon), Heyerdahl determinedly 
goes about his business and to hell with 
the academics. 


The first Ra voyage ended abruptly 


several hundred miles east of Barbados, 
but the Norwegian explorer has a way of 
making a near disaster sound like a sci- 
entific triumph. His point, that a papyrus 
boat could have floated from Africa to 
America, given proper conditions and a 
skilled crew, was made, or so Heyerdahl 


said at the time. Besides, it was a great 
adventure. 


OKAY. POINT made. Then, inevitably, 


one must ask: Why did he decide to re- 
peat the trip the following year? It 
wasn't because he had several extra tons 
of papyrus which would otherwise have 
gone to waste, or because he had his 
crew on a two-year contract. 


It's my guess that Heyerdahl did it 


again because he knew that he didn't 
make it the first time. And Thor Heyer- 
dahl is stubborn and single-minded to a 
fault. 


In 1969, and the following year, I fol- 


lowed his adventure every league of the 
way since a division of Newspaper En- 
terprise Association distributed his writ- 
ings in North America. So when the rest 
of the world was watching Neil Arm- 
strong on the moon, I was greeting He- 
yerdahl in Barbados. 


In fact, I may have been the cause of a 


temporary loss of Heyerdahl's legendary 
cool. As I was leaving Bridgetown a few 
days earlier than he was, he asked me to 
bring to New York several thousand feet 
of exposed expedition film. And the film, 
inexplicably, was lost for a week at JFK 
airport. The explorer was crushed. Not 
only did he not succeed in his mission 
but the film which would have made a 
motion picture (and pay for the voyage) 
was seemingly lost.

Well, Heyerdahl's account of the voy- 


ages, "The Ra Expeditions" (Double- 
day), 
has been published and is a smash- 


ing adventure story, as everybody ex- 
pected it would be. It is bound to pay for 
the two Ra voyages and even a few 
more, if that is Heyerdahl's intention. 


HEYERDAHL combines an unlikely 


romanticism with practical ability to ac- 
complish whatever he wants to accom- 
plish. No Walter Mitty dreamer could ar- 
range for several thousand tons of pap- 
yrus to be shipped from central Africa to 
Egypt, put together a seven-man crew, 
import boat builders from Chad (the first 
time) and Peru (the second time) and 
allow very little to chance, although 
even he could not tame the Atlantic. 


Yet his book is not a nuts-and-bolts ac- 


count of the proceedings. It is a lyrical 
hymn to understanding, brotherhood and 
the beauty and mystery of the sea. This 
is what a hard-headed Norwegian scien- 
tist can write: 


"The shining celesltal sphere seemed 


to be enticing our own swan-necked Ra 
westward. Such eternal movements west- 
ward must have offered immense entice- 
ment to genuine sunworshippers. Res- 
plendent lancets which no royal crown 
could match radiated like a diadem from 
the sea's edge into the sky. A tropical 
sea's attempt to emulate the northern 
lights: first in dazzling gold, then red as 
blood, orange, green and violet, turning 
gradually to black, while twinkling stars 
emerged equally slowly from their invis- 
ibility as the sun-king disappeared." 


Heyerdahl's theories of transatlantic 


migration are interesting enough, but his 
real feat is one of human engineering: 
This man was able to find seven men 
from as many nations with no language 
in common, and no real talents in sea- 
manship (with one exception), mix them 
together and make it all work. Twice.

A new ruling of the Federal Home 


Lou Bank Board win permit area sav- 
ings and loan associations to offer con- 
ventional non-goverment assisted mort- 
gages with as little as 5 per cent down 
payment. 


This type of loan will be made avail- 


able to buyers in the Northwest Suburbs 
where home prices are in line with the 
program limitations according to Jack 
Clark, vice president in the lending divi- 
sion of First Federal Savings and Loan 
Association of Arlington Heights. The 
lending Institutions could not grant the 
loans for less than 10 per cent down pay- 
ment in the past. 


The new ruling allows lo.ins for homes 


in the range from $22,000 to $30,000, 
Clark said. "We will probably quote the 
same charge as we do for the 80 per cent 
(20 per cent down payment) loans," he 
added. "This is currently at 7% per cent 
interest and an additional 2tt per cent 
service charge. The only additional 
charge would be for private insurance." 


John Eagleson, president of First Fed- 


eral Savings and Loan Association of Des 
Plaines, said his association win offer 
the 95 per cent loan (S per cent down 
payment to home buyers but he has no 
indication of the demand for this pro- 
gram. "We are interested in serving the 
needs of the Northwest Suburban area, 
but we win have to let It fall into place 
with our other conventional mortgages," 
he said.

vention loan is an idea whose time has 
arrived," Martin said. "Our program is 
designed to supplement, not compete 
with, loans insured by the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration (FHA) or guaranteed 
by the Veterans Administration (VA). 


Eagleson noted that the new Housing 


A l l o w a n c e Opportunity Program 
(HOAP) introduced in April of this year 
has not been in great demand. This pro- 
gram allows a subsidized home loan to 
middle income families with certain limi- 


tations. Price limitations have curtailed 
the applicability of HOAP in this area, 
Eagleson said. 


Home buyers enjoy a greater variety 


in financing than ever before, according 
to Clark. He cited the new 95 per cent 
mortgage, the HOAP program, the bulk 
of conventional loans, with 20 or 30 per 
cent down payments, as well as (FHA) 
and (VA) loans. "The demand for mort- 
gages remains strong and commitments 
are at a high level," he said. 


Both Clark and Eagleson said their 


lending institutions will keep the lid on 
interest rates in compliance with Presi- 
dent Nixon's recent moves to curtail in- 
flation. The Des Plaines association is of- 
fering interest rates to new customers 
which are somewhat reduced from levels 
30 days ago.

Board Explains 
Rental Freeze 


The rent freeze announced recently by 


President Nixon covers the bulk of rental 
units but is not as deep as first Indicated 
according to Kennetu M. Gunsteens, 
president of the Northwest Suburban 
Board of Realtors. 


As interpretations of the President's 


order emerge from the Office of Emer- 
gency Preparedness and the Cost of-Liv- 
ing Council, allowances are being made 
for special situations, he said. The Na- 
tional Association of Real Estate Boards 
has compiled a list of questions and an- 
swers following conferences with these 
governmental units, Gunsteens said. A 
similar announcement was made by 
John L. Hall of Elk Grove Village, presi- 
dent of the Chicago real Estate Board. 


The questions and answers are as fol- 


lows: 


Q. We are considering leasing an 


apartment which has been vacant for 
several months while repairs were made. 
The rent we have been quoted is higher 
than that paid by the last tenants. 
Shouldn't the rent be the same as it was 
when the apartment was last occupied? 


A. No. The rent is frozen, but at the 


level for comparable units in similar con- 
dition of repair and improvement which 
could be more than that paid by the pre- 
vious tenants. 


Q. We nave a vacation home which we 


rented for two months last year at $300 a 
month. We have a chance to rent it this 
year for $350 a month. May we charge 
the higher rent under the freeze? 


A. The President's executive order 


states that if no transaction occurred 
during the 30-day period ending Aug. 14, 
the ceiling will be the highest rent in the 
nearest 30-day period hi which transac- 
tions did occur. Thus, the rent would be 
frozen at the $300 per month level. 


Q. I made substantial improvements in 


an apartment I own and have, increased 
the the rent on Sept. 1 in consideration of 
the improvements. May the rent increase 
go into effect? 


A. Yes. While the rent is still subject to 


the freeze order, you may increase to 
levels comparable to other units with 
similar improvements. 


Q. The lease on my apartment, which I 


have occupied for a year, states that I 
must pay 40 per cent of any increase in 
real estate taxes on the property. These 
taxes are to go up on Oct. 1. Can the 
owner enforce the increase provision of 
the lease? 


A. Yes. The rent may be increased to 


reflect increases hi real estate taxes. 


Q. In some areas of the country, there 


has been a surplus of apartment units. 
As a result, rents have been reduced. 
Are the rents frozen at the lower level, 
even though higher rates were charged 
as recently as May, 1970? 


A. The basic law provides that the 


President may issue an order stabilizing 
rent levels "not less than those pre- 
vailing on May 25, 1970." It would ap- 
pear, therefore that the rent'on such 
units could be increased to the higher 
level during the freeze period.

Gets Oustanding Performance Award

NEW YORK (UPI) - "If you're pay- 


ing $200 to $300 a month in rent, you are 
a good candidate for a new home," ac- 
cording to a recent survey. 


Don Salvetti, director of marketing for 


ITT Levitt and Sons, says that now, 
more than ever before, soaring rents are 
convincing families to buy homes. 


In fact, he says in a Levitt survey, 


large rent increases ranked among the 
top four reasons why families buy 
homes. The other 
reasons: 
family 


growth, the desire to escape the hazards 
of city life, and the desire to invest in 
equity as soon as possible. 


The survey showed that among couples 


who buy Levitt homes — the company is 
the world's largest homebuilder — most 
lived in apartments for only two to three 
years before making a home purchase. 


"It's logical," Salvetti said. "A couple 


knows their rent will be raised whenever 
the lease expires and they'd rather post- 
pone luxuries for the first few years in 
order to buy a home as quickly as pos- 
sible." 


Salvetti says Levitt often gears its ad- 


vertising campaigns to apartment dwel- 
lers "because we've found they are the 
bulk of our market. In fact, the majority 
of Levitt home buyers are apartment 
dwellers purchasing their first home. 


Chances are that if you're already pay- 
ing between $200 to $300 a month in rent, 
you're a good candidate for a home of 
your own." 


How to finance-a home? 
Salvetti says: 
"If you are not a veteran, the two ma- 


jor requirements are a down payment 
and a monthly income large enough to 
handle the mortgage, taxes, insurance 
and normal running expenses such as 
heating, utilities, maintenance. 


"Generally, the monthly payment for 


mortgages, taxes and insurance should 
not be more than 20 to 25 per cent of 
your gross monthly salary. For the down 
payment, you'll usually need from $2,000 
to $4,000, although this can be higher, 
depending upon the cost of the house." 


Three types of mortgages are avail- 


able: Veterans Administration, V.A., 
Federal Housing Administration F.H.A. 
and conventional mortgages such as 
those from banks and savings and loan 
institutions. 


If you are a veteran of the armed ser- 


vices, Salvetti points out, "you need no 
down payment to buy a house. The V.A. 
mortgage permits part of your wife's in- 
come to be counted along with yours — 
usually toward payment of automobile 
loans and other personal debts. 


"Anyone," he said, "may apply for ei-

ther an FHA or a conventional mortgage. 


On an FHA the down payment is three 


per cent of $15,000, 10 per cent of the 
next $10,000 and 20 per cent of the rest of 
the mortgage. The FHA will insure up to 
$33,000 towards the total cost of your 
home. Under the FHA plan, both hus- 
band and wife may count their incomes 
completely to determine financial ability 
to handle the mortgage. 


"In the case of a conventional mort- 


gage, the requirements are a little tight- 


er. The conventional mortgage generally 
requires a homebuyer to put down from 
10 to 20 per cent and usually permits him 
to claim only his income to prove finan- 
cial ability on the mortgage. 


"However, a lot depends upon negotia- 


tion with a particular lender. It is advis- 
able to shop several places to get an idea 
of rates and terms. 


"If you are turned down for a mort- 


gage by one bank, try another. A turn- 
down does not affect your credit rating."

tural aluminum now used in commercial 
and residential construction comes from 
recycled products, including used drink 
cans," said Holladay. 


"Recycling has become big busi- 


ness . . . three major companies collect- 
ed over 75 million cans during the first 
three months of 1971 — nearly 1,500 tons 
of aluminum — a startling increase over 
the 115 million cans collected during all 
of 1970," said Holladay. 


"By reclaiming aluminum and other 


products, we can solve several prob- 
lems," he said. "First, we clean up the 
environment by using our ingenuity to 
eliminate waste. At the same time, we're 
able to find legitimate uses for the prod- 
ucts we formerly threw away — soft 
drink cans, for example, can be changed 
into aluminum wall panels, floor joists or 
roof trusses." 


More innovative uses of aluminum are 


being found daily, creating an increasing 
demand for this product according to 
Holladay. "The 1,500 tons of aluminum 
reclaimed during the first quarter of this 
year could easily produce components 
for several thousand new homes and of- 
fices," he said. 


"One factory is now producing alumi- 


num housing modules that contain alumi- 


num framing and wall panel systems. 
Each unit can be fabricated in the plant 
in one day and assembled at a building 
site in two weeks rather than the normal 
three-month period for a conventionally 
built home — a considerable saving in 
time and labor costs. 


"Aluminum also is being used for load 


bearing and decorative purposes in a 
greater amount of commercial construc- 
tion. The timers coming very soon when 
this material will be used in a complete 
'systems approach', providing the frame- 
work, exterior structure, interior and 
heating components for many offices," 
Holladay said. 


"That is the reason reclamation will 


become more important — it will save 
time and money in building," he said. 
"New products will replace older, more 
costly components made out of com- 
binations of materials at higher labor 
cost. Reclaimed metal also win alleviate 
the expeneses encountered by producers 
who import raw materials — savings 
which can be passed on to the consumer. 


"The United States today uses almost 


half of the world's natural re- 
sources . . . much of what we produce 
becomes waste material that we must 


bury or bun; we're approaching a 
serious waste disposal problem. Recycl- 
ing can become one solution to this prob- 
lem, reducing the amount of raw 
materials we need for production while 
supplying the new products we need for 
continued growth and development," 
Holladay concluded.

The walls in a house or apartment can 


do important work, said Gypsum Dry- 
wall Contractors International, a world- 
wide association of drywall contractors. 


There are more than 60 different tested 


and approved gypsumboard wall systems 
according to the association. Each one 
has specific capabilities. 


A wall helps hold the building together. 


On the sunny side your building expands, 
and it shrinks on the shady side. These 
temperature changes cause the building 
to move. The walls within must restrain 
the twisting movement. 


When the wind blows, the windward 


side of the structure feels a pressure; the 
lee side, a vacuum. This gives another 
kind of motion to the bouse, much like 
the lift of an airplane wing. Even a 
gentle wind does this but the interior 
walls must resist the "racking," as well 
as ground motion or seismic disturbance.

If the building is within the jurisdiction 


of a building code or satisfies the FHA 
Minimum Property Standard, the wall 
will be structurally satisfactory. But 
these standards do not yet specify such 
protection as one-hour fire resistance or 
a satisfactory sound-level control. 


To help you get the most out of your 


walls, Gypsum Drywall Contractors In- 
ternational suggests you ask your builder 
or drywall contractor these questions: 


What is the thickness of the gypsum 


wallboard used? 


Are the studs wood or steel? 
How are the walls fastened? 
What kind of Sound Transmission Loss 


(STC) can I expect from the walls? Gen- 
erally, an STC in the range of 45 to 55 is 
accepted as adequate noise reduction. 


How fire-resistant are the interior 


walls? Gypsum wallboard is fire-resis- 
tant by design, and there are additives 
such as glass fibers which greatly in- 
crease this resistance. There also is a 
special kind of gypsum wallboard called 
Type X which carries an Underwriters 
Laboratory label.

The program involves a third-party 


contract with an employer to buy all 
homes of transferred employes, at ap- 
praised valuation. The cost to the em- 
ployer is a $100 fee per house, plus nor- 
mal expenses encountered in selling a 
house, according to Robert W. Starck. 


"One of the most vexing worries that 


faces a man about to be transferred is 
whether he can sell his former residence, 
quickly and without financial loss," 
Starck said. "And a man saddled with a 
house that hasn't sold by the time he 
must report to his new assignment can 
be distracted to the point his job per- 
formance will suffer." 
< 


Many companies assist transferees, by 


reimbursing costs of real estate sales, 
Starck said. Some bail out employes by 
corporate purchase of former residences. 
"The $100 bonanza will enable an em- 
ployer to assure his employe that his 
house will sell, at a fair market price, 
without tying up corporate funds and 
management time in residential real 
estate," Starck said. 


The program operates under a con- 


tract between the employer and PO- 
TERE, Inc., a nationwide home-buying 
firm with which Robert W. Starck & Co. 
is affiliated through its membership in 
Inter-City Relocation Service. 


"POTERE pioneered the concept ol 


third-party, corporate home-purchasing," 
Starck said. '.'It has bought employe 
homes, under contract with major na- 
tional companies, since 1964, and in 1970 
purchased properties with a total value 
of $65 million." 


POTERE contracts with individual 


companies are tailored to meet each 
client's needs. They anticipate a period 
during which an employe can attempt to 
sell his house through normal real estate 
channels, while he retains an option to 
have POTERE take it off his hands at 
appraised valuation. "After POTERE 
has bought a property, it markets it 
through our office facilities," Starck 
said. "All selling costs are itemized in a 
computer print-out that is furnished to 
the employer." 


"POTERE is neither a speculator nor 


a real estate broker," he added. "The 
name — an acronym for Purchase of 
Transferred Employee Real Estate — 
defines its activity and reason for being: 
To provide a service that can be vital to 
an employee whose largest investment 
may be threatened by having to move to 
a new city." 


The $100-plus expenses corporate con- 


tract program is similar to an individual 
equity purchase plan — under which the 
seller pays the expenses, recently in- 
stituted by Robert W. Starck & Co. and 
POTERE in Mount Prospect as a mar- 
ket-test.

Super Builders 
Steal the Scene 


The 1970's wUI be the decade of the 


super-builders according to a publication 
of the United States Savings and Loan 
League. 


The 18th annual edition of the League's 


Savings and Loan Fact Book also pre- 
dicts that the future of the residential 
housing market will be significantly 
shaped by the development of modular 
housing. 


The league is the largst trade associ- 


ation in the savings and loan business. 
Its Fact Book is a 144-page reference 
source on savings, home ownership, real 
estate and mortgage financing. 


"Traditionally, the residential con- 


struction industry has been made up of 
many small, local builders," the Fact 
Book said. "Although this type still domi- 
nates the industry, recent years have 
seen the growth of numerous large, na- 
tionally oriented 'super-builders.' These 
builders are often subsidiaries of large 
national corporations and in many cases 
are not completely dependent upon tradi- 
tional sources for their construction fi- 
nancing needs." 


The League publication added that as 


these "super-builders" continue to grow, 
their great financial strength should pro- 
vide "additional stability to the volatile 
construction industry." 


THE SECOND force to have significant 


impact on residential construction is 


modular housing, the Fact Book went on. 


"In addition to the nation's need for 


good, low-cost housing, there are several 
reasons for substantial growth in the 
area of factory-built homes," it said. 


"These include speed, better quality 


control, all-weather construction, re- 
duced need for construction loans and in- 
creased turnover of working capital for 
producers," the report said. "With the 
encouragement of HUD in its Operation 
Breakthrough and with building codes 
changing to permit modular housing, the 
growth of this segment of the housing 
industry should be one of the most signif- 
cant trends of this decade." 


In a related area, the league noted that 


mobile homes accounted for 32.8 per cent 
of the new single-family housing units 
provided in 1970. 


"The fact that nearly one out of three 


families moving into a single-family unit 
moved into a mobile home suggests that 
these pre-engineered, factory-built units 
are becoming a widely accepted substi- 
tute for the traditionally constructed one- 
family home," the publication said. 


Aiding in acceptance of the mobile 


home, the league continued, are rising 
construction costs, changes in the popu- 
lation mix, the decline in the availability 
of low-cost, speculatively built homes, 
product development and the construc- 
tion of more attractive mobile-home 
parks.

The Veterans Administration ended fis- 


cal year 1971 with sharp gains in its 
home loan activities compared to 1970, 
including 25,000 guaranteed loans in June 
— the highest monthly total since April 
1957. 


The aegncy also reported June's loans 


pushed the fiscal year total to 194,000, 
the third highest level since 1959, and a 
six per cent increase over the 186,000 
loans guaranteed in fiscal year 1970. 


The 704,000 requests for determination 


of eligibility tallied during fiscal year 
1971 were a 42 per cent increase over the 
496,000 requests in fiscal year 1970, and 
the highest since VA started keeping 
records on this activity in 1957. 


Appraisal requests took a 52 per cent 


jump from 359,000 in fiscal year 1970 to 
645,400 in the fiscal year just ended — 
the most since 1956, it was reported. 


THE 277,008 LOAN applications pro- 


cessed during fiscal year 1971 reflected a 
38 per cent increase over the 201,000 ap- 
plications the year before, and were the 
most since 1957. 


On a monthly basis, June's 25,000 loans 


were 25 per cent above May's nearly 
20,000, and a sizeable 90 per cent higher 
than June a year ago. 


Veterans' eligibility requests edged up 


2 per cent from 79,800 in May to 81,400 in 
June. However, this small monthly in- 
crease grows to 70 per cent when com- 
pared to the 48,000 requests in June 1970, 
explained VA. 


Similarly, although appraisal requests 


were down to 62,300 in June from 63,700 
in May, June's total was a solid 72 per 
cent above the 36,300 reported in June a 
year ago.

day. it is technically possible to design 
CATV systems with 40 or more channels. 
And if it's possible, you can bet some- 
body will do it. 


By my calculation, this would provide 


the capacity for televising up to 5,280 
football games during any given week- 
end. 


The main problem that seems likely to 


arise from a 40-channel system is the 
time it would take to study the schedule 
to see what program you wanted to 
watch.. 


By the time you found it, it would al- 


ready be over. 


BUT. 
AS THE aforementioned article 


points out, there also would be "unparal- 
leled opportunity to gain extraordinary 
new services." 


One opportunity I can foresee is a 


chance to revise the conventional pro- 
gramming format. Rather than all 40 
channels carrying different types of pro- 
grams, some could be set aside for spe- 
cific and exclusive new services. 


Channels 1 through 5. for example, 


might be designated as "campaign" 
channels. They would carry all the politi- 
cal oratory that presently clutters up the 
entertainment channels around election 
time. 


Channels 6-10 would then be designated 


as "equal time" channels. They would 
accommodate all the politicians who de- 
mand equal time to reply to things that 
are said on channels 1-5. 


Occasionally, when something big hap- 


pens, the networks preemptively displace 
their regular programs with live cov- 
erage of the special event.

Why U it that the final crop of to- 


autoai, itring beam, green peppers, 
zucchini squash and other vegetables 
bom your own garden always seems to 
tMte better than any other? Perhaps it's 
because you know it will be next spring 
again before you get that very special 
Just-picked flavor characteristic of vege- 
tables that go from the soil straight to 
the cooking pot. 


A wonderful vegetable combination to 


make with the garden's tag ends is Rata- 
touille. This is a magnificent Provencal 
ragout of vegetables . . . usually egg- 
plant, zucchini squash, onions and to- 
matoes, seasoned with olives and garlic 
and slowly simmered to blend flavors. It 
has all the color and gusty aromatic fla- 
vor typical of southern France's cuisine. 
The built-in seasoning of Spain's lovely 
pimiento-stuffed olives lends just the 
right tang to the combination. 


Another vegetable recipe with the fla- 


vor and flair of southern French cooking 
is Scalloped Potatoes Provencale. Thinly 
sliced potatoes are baked with tomatoes, 
garlic, anchovies and pimiento-stuffed 
olives. It's quite different from the usual- 
ly scalloped potatoes with milk and but- 
ter but equally delicious.

NEW YORK UPI—Brooklyn-born Bon- 


nny Birnbaum discovered long ago what 
many health-conscious city folk are just 
now coming to appreciate — the satisfac- 
tion to be gained from growing and pro- 
cessing your own fruit and vegetables. 


Mrs. Birnbaum, whose husband, Leon- 


ard, is a liquor importer and wholesaler, 
spendd six months annually working on 
the farm they've run for 28 years in Co- 
lumbia County, N.Y. 


In an interview, she said that only 


about 20 acres 'of their ISO-acre property 
are under cultivation. But that's enough 
to sustain their family, including three 
children, her parents, her sister's family, 
including three sons, and the farm help. 


"We used to raise sheep and turkeys 


until one member of the family became 
allergic to feathers and another to the 
work," she said. 
"It's a working farm because all mem- 


bers of our family work. The children 
spend summers there. One nephew, who 
is 11 years old, helps a lot." 


Mrs. Birnbaum learned about the rural 


life at Bennington College in Vermont 
during World War II. Students were as- 
signed five hours' work each week on a 
farm. A sprained ankle released her 
from that assignment, so she worked in 
the kitchen instead, freezing and canning 
produce that other students grew. 


It's easier now, she said. "We can take 


a lot of freezing short-cuts. There's no 
need to blanch rhubarb, no syrup neces- 
sary to pack fruit and berries."

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The children share her enthusiasm for 


growing, picking and cooking, she said. 


"OUR DAUGHTER IS perhaps the 


most practical. The boys are more creat- 
ive, they like challenging things," she 
said, adding that the sons, 18 and 23 
years old, often try recipes from a popu- 
lar food magagrine. 


The older boy's gardening zeal was so 


great by the time he was in the third 
grade of a city school that he persuaded 
classmates to make 150 milk carton pots 
for his farm-grown flower and vegetable 
seedlings. He later sold the plants at the 
school's annual flower sale. 


Mrs. Birnbaum's own experimenting 


includes a variation on brandied fruit 
that she hit upon one year when their 
apricot trees produced a bumper crop. 
She substituted her-flavored Basque li- 
queur, which has a honey base, for plain 
brandy, and found that it accentuated the 
almond-like flavor of the fruit kernel. 


Such work can satisfy the soul and the 


palate, but it isn't necessarily economic- 
al. Mrs. Birnhbaum said she'd never 
stopped to figure the cost. 


"If we did, we might feel very fool- 


ish," she said. 


Why, then, do they bother? "We have to 


do it for ourselves. This is what makes 
us go," she said, adding that the same 
spirit of challenge led her husband, after 
many years in his family's business, to 
launch his own wine and spirits firm, 
Peartree Imports, Inc. 


It's challenging because he decided to 


import only recognized brands in the 
world market that had not succeeded 
previously in the United States. 


So far, they include two Basque li- 


queurs, a Swiss chocolate liqueur con- 
taining bits of whole chocolate, a Wane 
de blanc sparkling wine from Beaune 
that outsells champagne in its native 
France and bouzy, the still red wine of 
Champagne province. 


Bonny Birnbaum's apricot recipe uses 


the yellow version of herb-flavored Bas- 
que liqueur. Make sugar syrup, using 1% 
cups of water to each cup of sugar. 
Bring to boil in large saucepan. Drop in 
washed, whole apricots that have been 
pricked at either end with a fork to keep 
skin from bursting. Bring to boil again 
and broil two minutes. Use slotted spoon 
to transfer fruit immediately to pint jars. 
Fill each two-thirds full with hot syrup 
and add the liqueur to within % inch of 
the top. seal immediately with screw- 
top lids. Store at least one month before 
using.

For most youngsters, the vegetable is 


the least thrilling food on the menu. And 
since vegetables offer powerhouse nutri- 
tion, they are a real problem for many a 
coaxing mother. The best way to settle 
the question is to provide vegetables that 
taste irresistible. 


A bit of sugar may make all the differ- 


ence. Sugar is a versatile staple, too of- 
ten relegated to the dessert course only. 
But sugar has many another virtue.' It 
glazes and browns meat, mellows salad 
dressing, blends bean soups, gives a 
handsome shimmer to gravies and brown 
sauces. As for vegetables, it provides 
them with a superb garden-fresh taste. 


Lettuce, generally found only in the 


salad bowl, is delicious braised. It goes 
into the pan with onion, carrot, beef 
broth and a little sugar. Braised Boston 
Lettuce is flavorful and gives a pleasing 
new insight into a familiar green. 


Tomatoes especially benefit from a 


little sugar — it cuts down the acid taste, 
mellows the flavor. Grilled Tomatoes are 
a snap to prepare; beautifully dress up a 
steak, chops, liver, or slices of juicy 
roast beef. Just mix the sugar with the 
salt, pepper, and herbs and broil six to 
eight minutes, adding grated cheese be- 
fore serving. 


Peas contain a high amount of natural 


sugar, and putting a little more in the 
cooking water adds a fillip. If your 
youngsters are little rebels at vegetable 
time, just try them on Herbed Pea and 
Potato Casserole. Potato Pancakes, a fa- 
vorite in Europe, are a real treat at tin 
family table anywhere. Be certain to 
grate coarsely and use oil instead of but- 
ter for more crisp pancakes. 


For family members who watch their 


weight, a bit of sugar in the vegetable 
cookery adds just a negligible amount of 
calories. And sugar generally offers few- 
er calories than most people imagine — 
a teaspoon of sugar has only 18 calories, 
in fact. 


Since vegetables have such a delicate 


flavor, be careful not to overcook. A 
pinch of sugar, a judicious amount of 
cooking time, and vegetables can star on 
your menu. 


SWEET-SOUR CARROTS 


10 carrots, thinly sliced 
1% cups water 
l'/« teaspoons salt 


3 tablespoons butter 
2 teaspoons flour 
2 tablespoons sugar 
3 tablespoons cider vinegar 
Simmer carrots 5 minutes in salted wa- 


ter. Drain, reserving liquid. Melt butter; 
blend in flour, then reserved liquid, stir- 
ring until smooth. Add sugar, vinegar 
and carrots. Simmer 5 minutes. Makes 4 
to 6 servings.

says that nonfat dry milk, the powdered 
form of skim milk, is convenient to store 
on the pantry shelf, safe to carry on 
warm-weather outings, easy to use at a 
moment's notice and usually economic- 
ally priced. 


When reconstituted with water, it can 


be used in place of whole milk. Or the 
powder may be added to a recipe along 
with the other dry ingredients, while the 
water is added with the other liquid in- 
gredients. 


Two tasty desserts featuring nonfat 


dry milk follow: 


BANANA CREAM PIE 


Put 2 cups water into a pan. Add % 


cup nonfat dry milk, 5 tablespoons flour, 
1/3 cup sugar and ¥4 teaspoon salt. Beat 
until smooth. Cook over low heat or boil- 
ing water until thickened, stirring to pre- 
vent lumping. Pour part of the hot mix- 
ture into 2 beaten egg yolks, then pour 
all back into pan and cook 2 minutes 
longer.

Pour part of mixture into a 9-inch 


baked pie shell, add 2 large bananas, 
sliced, and cover with remaining fining. 

Bake in a 
moderate oven (325 degrees) until lightly 
browned — about 15 minutes. 


For the meringue, beat 2 egg whites 


and a pinch of salt until stiff, but not 
dry. Gradually add Vi cup sugar. Contin- 
ue beating until stiff and glossy. 


FRUIT SHERBERT 


Mix 1 package fruit gelatin dessert 


powder with 1% cups sugar. Add 2 cups 
boiling water and stir until dissolved. 
Cool Add l tablespoon grated lemon rind 
and 1/3 cup lemon juice. Put 3 cups of 
water into a large bowl. Add 1 cup nonfat 
dry milk powder and beat until smooth. 
Stir in the cooled gelatin mixture. 
Freeze. Makes 12 servings. 


Note: For added milk value, use 1 cups 


milk powder, instead of amount given 
above.

Milk Also Needed 


By The Elderly 


Milk long has been recognized as one 


of the most nutritious foods for children. 
Often overlooked is the fact that milk is 
essential for persons past middle age, 
too. Research has shown that mainte- 
nance of strong bones is a major prob- 
lem with the elderly, with the lack of a 
calcium source being one of the reasons, 
in milk aid in solving this difficulty, nu- 
tritionists at Meadow Gold Dairies point 
out.

GRANDE STEAK

Vt teaspoon dried rosemary 


Wipe meat with a damp cloth. Combine 


all the remaining ingredients in a 
c o n t a i n e r large enough to hold 
sharp pick or fork. Baste marinade 
over the meat and let stand for 15 min- 
utes, turning and basting the meat sev- 
eral times. Brown meat in an electric 
skillet at 400 degrees for 5 minutes on 
each side (using a minimum amount of 
shortening). After the meat is well 
browned reduce heat to 325 degrees and 
continue cooking for 10 minutes on each 
side for rare. Add an additional 5 min- 
utes for medium rare. Remove meat 
from skillet, slice into thin slices across 


the grain diagonally. 


To grill on the barbecue, sear meat for 


5 minutes on each side. Then raise grill 
about 2 inches and continue cooking as 
per above directions. 


Serves 8 to 10. 


GLAZED SWEET 
SPANISH ONIONS 


If you haven't used onions as a ve- 


getable dish you've been missing a real 
flavor treat. Here is a delectable and 
easy recipe using sweet Spanish onions. 


2 large sweet Spanish onions 
'/4 cup honey 
1/3 cup catsup 


2 tablespoons butter, melted 
% teaspoon salt 
Remove thin brown outer skin from the 


onions and slice into %-inch thick slices. 
Separate into rings. Place in a casserole 
or oven-to-table type of dish which has a 
cover. Combine honey, catsup, melted 
butter and salt. Pour over onions and 
toss until all the onions are coated. Cover 
and bake in a pre-heated 350-degree oven 
for 25 minutes, tossing onions once dur- 
ing the baking time. Uncover, stir and 
continue baking for an additional 15 min- 
utes. Serves 6. 


FETTUCINE 


This may be served as an appetizer as 


it often is in its native Italy. It also 
makes a delicious potato substitute 
served along with dny entree, especially 
steaks, chops and any type of broiled 
meat or fish. 


French Dessert Wine 
Spikes Potato Salad 


Writers, it would seem, take up the 


wooden spoon as readily as the pen. Al- 
exandra Dumas, author of "The Three 
Musketeers" and other swashbuckling 
novels, was, perhaps more famous in his 
own country for his "Dictionary of Cook- 
ing." His son, also Alexandra Dumas 
(the two were known as Dumas pere and 
Dumas 
fits, to distinguish 
between 


them), inherited not only his father's tal- 
ent for writing — be penned that classic 
tear-jerker, "Camille" — but a taste for 
cooking as well. One of his creations 
was a potato salad dressed with oil, vine- 
gar and — surprise of surprises — that 
great French dessert wine from Sau- 
ternes, Chateau d'Yquem. While it may 
sound strange to put a sweet white wine 
In • salad, the combination of flavors, 
bland and tart, tangy and sweet, is re- 
markably palatable. Try this aristocratic 
version of potato ulad with cold meats, 
•specially cold rout loin of pork, with 


cold poached salmon or with hot poached 
sausages. 


POTATO SALAD DUMAS 


2 pounds small potatoes 


Chicken broth 


Vi cup French Sauternes 


Salt, freshly ground black 
pepper 


4 tablespoons mixed chopped 


fresh herbs (parsley, chives, 
chervil, basil) 
' 


V4 cup white wine vinegar 
1/3 cup olive oil • 


Cut a band of skin from the center of 


the potatoes and boil them in chicken 
stock to cover until tender but still firm. 
When cool enough to handle, peel and 
slice into a bowl. Add the Sauternes and 
toss carefully. Season to taste with salt 
and pepper, add the herbs, vinegar and 
oil and toss again. Let stand for an hour 
to mellow the flavor*. 
Makes about 6 servings.

Now add noodles and toss at the 
table, adding parmesan cheese, season- 
ing and nutmeg if desired. Makes 4 to 6 
servings.

juice. Add remainingg % cup of sugar to 
whipped cream cheese. Add dissolved 
gelatin in orange juice concentrate to 
egg yolk mixture and continue cooking 
over hot, not boiling water for about 5 
minutes until mixture is slightly thick- 
ened. Add to creamed cheese mixture 


and continue mixing until mixture is 
smooth and well blended. Add grated or- 
ange rind, lemon juice and salt. Fold in 
whipped topping mixture and pour into 
prepared springform pan. Chill 3 to 4 
hours or preferably overnight. 


To serve: Remove sides of spring form 


pan and keep refrigerated until serving 
time. Cut into wedges and serve.

Anyone with a farm background re- 


members that end of the vegetable grow- 
ing season brought on preparation of 
canned relishes and pickle combinations 
to preserve almost every edible plant 
which might on some night soon get 
nipped by frost. 


This came back as I pored over a rec- 


ipe collection of my late Mother. She 
didn't use recipes often but fortunately in 
later years set many of them down on 
paper. 


The first was what she termed Cole 


Slaw Relish, a delightful sweet and sour 
relish using cabbages, peppers and on- 
ions. To make 6 pints, shred finely 4 or 
more heads of cabbage until you have 16 
cups, measured. 


Mix the cabbage, 4 onions, peeled and 


chopped, 1 cup diced sweet green pepper, 
and 1 cup diced sweet red pepper in a 
large bowl. Pour over 2/3 cup salt. Cover 
with ice water and place some cubes on 
top (a modern-day luxury in canning). 
Let stand overnight in the refrigerator or 
a cool place. 


Drain the mixture well and pack into 


the 6 pint jars which have been ster- 
ilized. Combine 2 cups sugar, 1 teaspoon 
celery seed, and 2 cups white vinegar in 
a medium saucepan. Heat, stirring con- 
stantly until sugar dissolves. Bring to 
boil. Pour into jars, filling to the rim. 
Seal immediately. Cool the jars, label 


and date so you'll know when the relish 
is ready to use. Store for at least 4 
weeks. 


ANOTHER FAVORITE was Corn Rel- 


ish, usually made from late stands of ev- 
ergreen white corn cut from the cob. It 
was a great way to utilize nubbins (un- 
derdeveloped ears, common in late grow- 
ing season). 


You can, however, make this with ei- 


ther whole kernel yellow or white canned 
corn. You'll need 8 cups cooked corn, 
drained. 


Combine com with 1 cup chopped on- 


ions, 1 cup chopped green pepper, 1 cup 
chopped sweet red pepper, 4 cups 
chopped cabbage, 2 tablespoons dry mus- 
tard, 1 tablespoon mustard seed, 1 table- 
spoon salt, 1 tablespoon turmeric, 2 cups 
sugar, 1 tablespoon celery seed, 1H cups 
water. 


When all ingredients are combined, 


cook to boiling point over medium heat 
Reduce to low heat and cook another 20 
minutes, stirring occasionally. Increase 
heat and return to boiling stage, then 
pack into hot sterilized jars and seal at 
once. Makes 7Vz pints. 


It's well to label and date these jars, 


too, since they should be stored 3 weeks 
or so before using. 


These are more complicated (although 


well worth the time and trouble) than 
many short-cut and time saver methods 
used today. Some of these recipes next 
week.

service with a pattern of information 
about his travels and habits. 


The Carlton and Monet Court residents 


can attest to his eating habits, but sus- 
pect that B. J. has decided to drop his 
travels and live the life of a freeloader.

A Lake Zurich electrician suffered sev- 


ere burns when a distributor panel he 
was working on Tuesday at Woodfield 
shopping center malfunctioned and start- 
ed a flash fire. 


Gary Bird, 30, of 910 Brush Hill, was 


taken to Alexian Brothers Medical Cen- 
ter, Elk Grove Village, and yesterday 
was listed in fair condition in the in- 
tensive care unit. Hospital authorities 
said he suffered first and second degree 
burns around his eyes, neck and left 
arm.

"I expect to hear 
from the service any day now and we 
should know where B. J. was banded and 
released and how far he has traveled," 
she added. 


MRS. SIMMERER said a representa- 


tive of the Audubon Society at the Field 
Museum told her that is how birds are 
traced. The banding of the birds is the 
first step in learning then- habits. The 
society advises people to feed the birds, 
try to spot their numbers and report 
them to the service.' 


There is a fine for confining the bird, 


said Mrs. Simmerer. B. J. stayed in the 
Simmerer yard for about a week, she 
said. 


"It was the most miserable week our 


cat had," she laughed, "but B. J. didn't 
seem to mind the cat so much as we 
thought he would." Mrs. Simmerer be- 
lieves B. J. must have been tamed by 
someone "because he will eat out of a 
hand and was so brazen he stole ciga- 
rettes out of my husband's hand."

U.S. Seizes 5,000 Cans 
Of Soup Feared Tainted 


More than 5.000 cans of soup suspected 


of being contaminated will be seized 
from a Rolling Meadows warehouse by 
federal officials. 


The U.S. Food and Drug Adminis- 


tration notified Kehe Food Distributors 
Tuesday that 5,203 cans of Bon Vivant 
soup will be confiscated from the firm's 
warehouse at 1125 Carnagie St. The Bon 
Vivant soup, manufactured in New Jer- 
sey, "may be abnormal indicative of 
spoilage" and also "may have been pre- 
pared under conditions where it might be 
contaminated," Fred Hereford, director 
of the FDA complaint branch said yes- 
terday. 


The Bon Vivant soup began being re- 


ealted in July when a New York man's 
death allegedly was caused by the soup. 


Jerry Kehe, Kehe Food Distributors 


warehouse manager, said the soup had 
been returned to the warehouse from 
grocery shelves throughout the Chicago 
metropolitan area. "Some of it came 
back from grocery shelves and some had 
not been distributed," Kehe added. 


Kehe had purchased the soup under the 


S. S. Pierce Co. label, but Bon Vivant 
was the manufacturer. 


"WE FOLLOWED UP all the ship- 


ments made by the New Jersey manu- 
facturer, said Hereford. He emphasized 
"the dealer (Kehe Food Distributors) is 
innocent of anything." 


Hereford said the soup probably will be 


destroyed after legal action is taken. He 
said a default decree must be ordered by 
the court and if there is no challenge to 
the decree, the soup will be destroyed. 


Large quantities of the Bon Vivant 


soup have been recalled throughout the 
area. A seizure was made Aug. 16 at H. 
W. Walker Co. in Elk Grove Village. 


Six varieties of Bon Vivant soup are 


included in the Rolling Meadows ware- 
house, according to federal officers. 


The Campbell Soup Co., the nation's 


largest soup manufacturer, has also re- 
called some of its products to test for 
spoilage and toxic poisoning. The Camp- 
bell soup in question was prepared in 
Texas and has not been distributed in the 
Chicago area.

Mobile Printing Plant Serves Area 


A school bus — minus kids — is roam- 


ing Northwest suburban industrial parks. 


The bus no longer serves its original 


purpose of hauling children to their 
schools. It's a printing plant where local 
companies can have business forms and 
letters run off. 


The bus, bearing the name "Mobile 


Print," is radio dispatched from the Rob- 
ert L. Peters Co., a printing firm at 32 S. 
Kenwood, Palatine. 


The service started more than a month 


ago and has been successful so far, Mrs. 
Peters, wife of the owner, said recently. 


"It's a new concept," she said. "The 


bus is equipped to run camera-ready off- 
set copy and it's a one-man operation." 


Before starting the mobile operation, 


she said, the company surveyed in- 
dustries in the Elk Grove Village indus- 
trial parks to find out what kind of ser- 
vices they needed. 


"LAST WEEK we had a company that 


needed 200 copies of a letter that had to 
get mailed out," she said. "We could run 
it right in the parking lot." 


Most of the companies have their own 


copying machines for short-run copies, 
but longer ones come out better using the 


equipment on the bus, she said. 


In addition, Ken Natzke, who mans the 


bus, can explain to the companies that 
some of their needs take more time and 
can be filled by sending the job into the 
main office in Palatine for printing. 


"He acts as a salesman, too," she said. 
And there is one other thing about the

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Lt. Ted Bracke The Forest Ranger 
A Soft Spot For Kids And 
Wildlife 


Lt. Ted Bracke 


by WANDALYN RICE 


Lt. Ted Bracke is a big burly cop with 


a soft spot for the forest and for people. 


The 26-year veteran of the Cook County 


Forest Preserve Rangers is the father 
of Wheeling Police Sgt. Ted Bracke. 


The elder Bracke once was assigned 


to forest preserves in the Wheeling area. 
He is now in charge of patrols in the 
northwest division of the district which 
included Deer Grove Forest Preserve 
near Palatine and Ned Brown Forest 
Preserve in Elk Grove Township. 


"I believe the ranger department is 


closer to the people than a police depart- 
ment. He doesn't just deal with viola- 
tions," Bracke said on a recent after- 
noon, leaning earnestly over a confer- 
ence table in the rangar headquarters 
just off Illinois Rte. S3. 


"The ranger department has more 


functions than any police department," 
he continued. "My men have to know 
about police work — they go to the police 
academies. And they all have an under- 
standing of forestry and fire fighting." 


OVER THE years Bracke has built a 


corps of 10 rangers, hand-picked from 
the 106 in the county, who meet those 
qualifications and his own, personal be- 
liefs about what a ranger should be. 


"We're supposed to be the outstanding 


division in the forest preserve district," 
he said. "Our operation isn't to make a 
lot of arrests — we bend over backwards 
sometimes so we don't have to." 


Many of the problems, particularly at 


Ned Brown, come from visitors who have 
never been in a forest preserve, and who 
need some guidance on how to use it, he 
said. 


"Some kid from the city comes here 


and he's never seen a forest before so he 
starts hacking away with a hatchet 
'cause he wants to see a tree fall," he 
said. 


This summer the rangers had more 


difficult problems in Deer Grove Forest 
Preserve because it became the gather- 
ing place for hundreds and thousands of 


The rangers made arrests for 


and tried to control the crowds, who of- 
ten frightened family groups away. 


"THERE ARE a lot of good kids who 


come up there," Bracke said. "Some 
people call 'em long-hairs, but if they're 
nice it doesn't matter to me.'The thing is 
these forest preserves are for all the 
people and this is the way we'd like to 
keep 'em." 


For a moment his voice became bitter. 
"I asked the kids why they came 


there, and a lot of 'em said they'd been 
rim out of the villages. The villages are 
going to have to take some responsibility 
'cause we can't take care of every teen- 
ager in Cook County." 


Other enforcement headaches involve 


motorcycles, which are banned in the 
preserves, snowmobiles, and hunters. 


This year, snowmobilers are supposed 


to get special forest preserve stickers so 
they can operate in designated areas, he 
said, but the unauthorized ones still 
cause a problem. 


"You can't apprehend a snowmobile. 


They take off through the woods where 
they aren't supposed to be and you can't 
catch 'em," he said. 


Hunting is also banned in the forest 


preserves. Every year the rangers in the 
Northwest Division impound 200 guns be- 
longing to violators, he said. 


Other duties include answering calls 


from nervous suburbanites about some of 
the wildlife — raccoons, fox and wood- 
chucks — who stray out of the preserve 
and settle in someone's backyard. 


AND THERE are the lovers who come 


to the preserves who, Bracke said with a 
chuckle, "1 take in stride with the rest of 
nature. I never bother them unless some- 
one can see 'em. We use some dis- 
cretion." 


K and when the Salt Creek Watershed 


Project is completed and a lake is built 
in the Ned Brown Forest Preserve, it 
will create more headaches for Bracke 
and his rangers, but he still hopes the 
project goes in. 


"We need some fishing spots. I'm 


for kids fishing," he said. 


Bracke joined the rangers after being 


discharged from the Navy. Though he 
could have made more money elsewhere, 
he wanted to work outdoors. 


"The forest preserves have a great po- 


tential to help people," the tough-looking 
cop said with a smile. "If the people 
from the city would come to these woods 
and take hikes and go way in so they 
could sit on a log and listen to the quiet- 
ness — the tranquility I guess you'd call 
it — they'd never have to go to a psy- 
chiatrist."

law. 


Free bus service is not required for 


students who live less than 1% miles 
from school, Fuller said, and the district 
will receive no state reimbursement for 
these children who are transported. 


THIS YEAR, for the first time, Dist. 21 


used surveying instruments to determine 
mileage between schools and residences, 
Fuller said. 


In the past the district used its own 


judgment and automobile odometers to 
gauge mileage, Fuller said. 


"The surveyor's instruments are much 


more accurate. This has created a spe- 
cial problem in Buffalo Grove, where 
some students who were bused free of 
charge last year were found to live less 
than 1% miles from school," he said. 


"Now we are allowing these students 


to ride the bus only if their parents will 
pay for it," he added. 


Fuller said the students involved reside 


in the eastern end of Buffalo Grove and 
attend James Fenimore Cooper Junior 
High School. 


"IT ISN'T POSSIBLE or practical to 


pick up every student at his most con- 
venient location and still transport him 
efficiently to school. We try to establish 
the shortest and most efficient bus routes 
we can, yet we also want to do what we 
can to help when students have some 
problem with the bus routes," Fuller 
said. 


"Often, it is the parents of kindergar- 


teners who are interested in this. A mile 
and a 'half can be a long distance for 
small children to walk to school, espe- 
cially in bad weather," the business 


manager said. 


Fuller said that exceptions to the bus- 


ing rules are sometimes made. 


"For example, if children must walk to 


school under really hazardous conditions, 
as in areas where there are no side- 
walks, we will transport them at no 
cost. We have done this in several areas 
where the children lived less than a mile 
and a 'half from their school." 


Dist. 21 is required to bus parochial 


school students within the district to 
school if they live more than Itt miles 
from their school and if Dist. 21 bus 
routes go in the direction of the parochial 
school, Fuller stated. 


In the coming year, Dist. 21 will trans- 


port one bus of students to St. Mary's 
School in Buffalo Grove, three to St. Al- 
phonsus School in Prospect Heights and 
half a bus of students to St. Joseph the 
Worker School in Wheeling.

Ferd Arndt, president of the Des 


Plaines Park District Board and Wheel- 
ing Park District superintendent, was in 
satisfactory condition at Holy Family 
Hospital yesterday following a severe 
heart attack. 


Arndt, who was 65 on Aug. 20, was tak- 


en to the hospital's intensive care unit on 
Tuesday evening after he was .stricken 
while working hi the yard of his home at 
1475 Oakwood Ave., Des Plaines. 


Arndt has been affiliated with the Des 


Plaines Park District since the 1930's. A 
former director of parks for Des Plaines 
district, he is currently serving a second 
consecutive year as the president of its 
board of commissioners. 


Arndt has been employed as the super- 


intendent for the Wheeling Park District 
since 1966 and has been instrumental in 
the development of that district's park 
facilities. He is the district's first full- 
time superintendent. 


IN THE WHEELING district Arndt su- 


pervises the total operation of the district 
and is the chief administrative officer re- 
sponsible to the board. He also holds the 
title of secretary of the district. 


Robert Kunkel, director of parks and 
recreation for the Des Plaines district, 
commented that Arndt "has watched the 
Des Plaines Park District grow." 


Arndt was influential in the building of 


Rand Park and in the 1966 referendum 
as well as other referendums that dis- 
trict has held through the years, Kunkel 
said. 


Arndt has said he sees his greatest 


achievement for the Des Plaines district 
as securing the 73 acres of land where 
Lake Opeka and the golf course is lo- 
cated for $1. _ 


Arndt was voted secretary emmeritus 


for the Des Plaines Park District in 1965. 


In his earlier years with the district 


Arndt served as a commissioner for 18 
years and as president of its board for 14 
of those years. He was secretary and di- 
rector of parks for eight years and 
served two more years as secretary and 
special assistant to the board. A lifetime 
member of the Illinois Association of 
Park Districts, he is involved in that and 
other statewide park organizations. In 
Wheeling, Arndt is active in the Wheeling

He gave his latest sculpture, a grey 


ceramic elephant, to President Nixon. 


In fact, the 
11-year-oW Maryville 


Academy youth presented the elephant to 
the President in person. 


Accompanied by Father Arthur Fagan 


of the Academy, Orlando flew to Wash- 
ington D C, in July, spent 20 minutes 
with President Nixon in the White House 
and toured the historic sights of the capi- 
tal city for a day before flying back 
home to Des Plaines. 


The trip and the presidential audience 


were Orlando's prizes for winning first 
place with his elephant in an art exhibit 


for handicapped children sponsored in 
the spring by Northern Illinois Univer- 
sity and the instructional materials cen- 
ter of the state education office. 


He created the elephant last spring in 


an art class at River Trails Dist. 26 Eu- 
clid School in Mount Prospect, where he 
was a student in a special class for edu- 
cable mentally handicapped children. 


Dolores Beckman, Orlando's teacher at 


that time, sent the ceramic animal to the 
art exhibit. 


Out of 700 pieces submitted to the ex- 


hibit, Orlando's elephant was chosen to 
be presented to President Nixon 


According to George Pica, an educa- 


tion specialist at the instructional mate- 
rials center, "About 125 of the art pieces 


were exhibited and distributed later to 
prominent officials. Each child received 
a letter of recognition from an official. 
We were trying to call attention to the 
creativity of handicapped children." 


"I chose Orlando's project for the 


President because it is a symbol of his 
political party," he said. 


Originally Orlando was scheduled to 


fly to Washington D.C. in May with Mi- 
chael Bakalis, state superintendent of 
public instruction, and Father Thomas 
Hinterberger of the academy, his legal 
guardian. The plans were canceled when 
President Nixon flew instead to Califor- 
nia that weekend to welcome home a 
military group from Vietnam. 


With the help of Chicago Cong. Roman 


Pucinski, the trip was rescheduled for 
July and according to Father Fagan, 
"We were given the red carpet treat- 
ment." 


Father Fagan said, "It was a warm 


and friendly visit. The President was in- 
terested in knowing all about Maryville. 
He was pleased to hear that federal aid 
was reaching our kids and said the 
Neighborhood Youth Corps and Title I 
educational programs are purposefully 
designed to help worthy youngsters like 
Maryville's child population. He was 
very pleased to hear that taxpayers' 
money was hitting its target dead-cen- 
ter." 


Orlando said President Nixon was 


"nice" and that he seemed to like his 
ceramic gift. He said he "liked the White 
House best" out of the sights be toured in 
Washington D. C. "It was the first time 
I'd ever been on a plane, too," Orlando 
said. 


Earlier in the summer, before the 


presidential visit had been rescheduled, 
Father Hinterberger took Orlando on a 
tour of Springfield, 111., where they vis- 
ited the capital and met several legisla- 
tors. 


His traveling days are over for now. 


Orlando is a sixth-grader at Euclid 
School. He said he is looking forward to 
his next art class. "I'm going to make 
something different next time," the 
young sculptor said. "I don't know who 
I'll give it to yet." 


IF SOMEONE ASKS Orlando Rivera, a resident of 
Maryville Academy in Des Plaines, where he went dur- 
ing his summer vacation, he'll probably reply that he 
went to the White House to visit the President. And if 
they think he's kidding, he can show them this picture of 


President Nixon, Illinois Congressman Roman Pucinski, 
himself and Maryville's Father Pagan, taken in July 
when Orlando spent a day in the nation's capital and 
gave the president his award winning sculpture. 


Agents Seize 5,000 Cans Of Soup 


More than 5,000 cans of soup suspected 


of being contaminated will be seized 
from a Rolling Meadows warehouse by 
federal officials. 


The US. Food and Drug Adminis- 


tration notified Kehe Food Distributors 
Tuesday that 5,203 cans of Bon Vivant 
soup will be confiscated from the firm's 
warehouse at 1125 Carnagie St. The Bon 
Vivant soup, manufactured in New Jer- 
sey, "may be abnormal indicative of 
spoilage" and also "may have been pre- 
pared under conditions where it might be 
contaminated," Fred Hereford, director 
of the FDA complaint branch said yes- 
terday. 


The Bon Vivant soup began being re- 


called in July when a New York man's 


death allegedly was caused by the soup. 


Jerry Kehe, Kehe Food Distributors 


warehouse manager, said the soup had 
been returned to the warehouse from 
grocery shelves throughout the Chicago 
metropolitan area. "Some of it came 
back from grocery shelves and some had 
not been distributed," Kehe added. 


Kehe had purchased the soup under the 


S. S. Pierce Co. label, but Bon Vivant 
was the manufacturer. 


"WE FOLLOWED UP all the ship- 


ments made by the New Jersey manu- 
facturer, said Hereford. He emphasized 
"the dealer (Kehe Food Distributors) is 
innocent of anything." 


Hereford said the soup probably win be 


destroyed after legal action is taken. He 


said a default-decree must be ordered by 
the court and if there is no challenge to 
the decree, the soup will be destroyed. 


Large quantities of the Bon Vivant 


soup have been recalled throughout the 
area. A seizure was made Aug. 16 at H. 
W. Walker Co. in Elk Grove Village. 


Six varieties of Bon Vivant soup are 


included in the Rolling Meadows ware- 
house, according to federal officers. 


The Campbell Soup Co., the nation's 


largest soup manufacturer, has also re- 
called some of its products to test for 
spoilage and toxic poisoning. The Camp- 
bell soup in question was prepared in 
Texas and has not been distributed in the 
Chicago area.

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300 Buildings 
Completed Since 
Start Of Year 


About 300 new buildings — mostly 


single-family homes — have been com- 
pleted in Buffalo Grove since the begin- 
ning of the year, according to William 
Dettmer, director of inspectional ser- 
vices. 


DetUner said he has issued about that 


number of occupancy permits for build- 
ings which have been completed. The 
permits are given after the building has 
been inspected and certified ready for 
occupancy. 


According to Dettmer, most of the con- 


struction in the village involves single- 
family homes, although some apartments 
and commercial developments have been 
built since the beginning of the year. 


SINCE JANUARY of this year, Dett- 


mer has issued 429 building permits for 
a total building value of $10,700,000. 


Dettmer said building this year is go- 


ing "much better than last year. This is 
a good building year for us," he added. 


Although exact figures are not avail- 


able yet for building last year, Dettmer 
said he has probably issued as many per- 
mits for the eight months of this year as 
he did for the entire 12 months of 1970. 


Dettmer sees no reason why the build- 


ing pace should slacken for the rest of 
1971. He believes it will remain the same 
if not increase for the remaining months 
of the year. 


Dettmer also cited what he described 


as "uncertainties" which will affect the 
building pace. He said little is known at 
present about construction plans for Mill 
Creek Unit 3, the Villa Verde apartment 
complex, and plans by Levitt and Sons to 
seek annexation of additional land in 
Lake County.

Students Living Closer Must Pay 
l*/2-Mile Limit On 


Traffic 
Confuses 
State., Too 


State officials are about as confused by 


the traffic pattern on Rte. 53 near Buf- 
falo Grove as are the motorists who have 
to wind their way through the maze of 
barricades on that expressway. 


The reason the motorists are confused 


is that work on the road is finished but 
traffic has been reduced to one lane 
and some of the entrance and exit ramps 
are closed. 


State officials are confused because 


they do not know whether to install per- 
manent exit and entrance ramps at Rand 
Road. 


No ramps were called for at Rand 


Road in the original plan, but now the 
state is reassessing the situation, accord- 
ing to Karl Kowalski, an engineer with 
the state highway deaprtment. 


THE TRAFFIC has been reduced to 


one lane on much of Rte. 53 because of 
work on nine overpasses. 


The Rte. 53 interchange at Dundee 


Road will remain closed until a "final 
decision" is made about the Rand Road 
area, Kowalski told the Herald. 


"Our mobility studies unit has sur- 


veyed the area (of Rand Road, Dundee 
Road and Rte. 53), but no decision has 
been made yet," he said. 


Currently only a frontage road is open 


at the Dundee Road interchange and 
there is a temporary entrance ramp at 
Rand Road. 


Under the present traffic pattern, 


southbound motorists from Buffalo Grove 
must use the frontage road to get to Rte. 
53. To get to Arlington Heights traveling 
north, motorists have to take the fron- 
tage road to Dundee Road and find a 
route back to Arlington.

used surveying instruments to determine 
mileage between schools and residences, 
Fuller said. 


In the past the district used its own 


judgment and automobile odometers to 
gauge mileage, Fuller said. 


"The surveyor's instruments are much 


more accurate. This has created a spe- 
cial problem in Buffalo Grove, where 
some students who were bused free of 
charge last year were found to live less 
than 1% miles from school," he said. 


"Now we are allowing these students 


to ride the bus only if their parents will 
pay for it," he added. 


Fuller said the students involved reside 


in the eastern end of Buffalo Grove and 
attend James Fenimore Cooper Junior 
High School. 


"IT ISN'T POSSIBLE or practical to 


pick up every student at his most con- 
venient location and still transport him 


efficiently to school. We try to establish 
the shortest and most efficient bus routes 
we can, yet^we also want to do what we 
can to help' when students have some 
problem with the bus routes," Fuller 
said. 


"Often, it is the parents of kindergar- 


teners who are interested in this. A mile 
and a half can be a long distance for 
small children to walk to school, espe- 
cially in bad weather," the business 


manager said. 


fuller said that exceptions to the bus- 


ing rules are sometimes made. 


"For example, if children must walk to 


school under really hazardous conditions, 
as in areas where there are no side- 
walks, we -will transport them at no 
cost. We have done this in several areas 
where the children lived less than a mile 
and a half from their school." 


Dist. 21 is required to bus parochial 


school students within the district to 
school if they live more than IVt miles 
from their school and if Dist. 21 bus 
routes go in the direction of the parochial 
school, Fuller stated. 


In the coming year, Dist. 21 will trans- 


port one bus of students to St. Mary's 
School in Buffalo Grove, three to St. Al- 
phonsus School in Prospect Heights and 
half a bus of students to Si. Joseph the 
Worker School in Wheeling.

Of that sum, $5,000 was 
given to the new Hotline project spon- 
sored by HELP, Inc., and the remainder 
to the clinic. 


Richard Wynn, director of the clinic,

happy day" for staff members. 


V i l l a g e Trustee Michael Valenza, 


chairman of the village finance commis- 
sion, said the Hotline project and the 
clinic were deemed "most worthy" of re- 
ceiving village funds. 


The main use of the clinic during the 


summer months has been by clients fac- 
ing "stress situations" Wynn stated.

pared under conditions where it might be 
contaminated," Fred Hereford, director 
of the FDA complaint branch said yes- 
terday.

called in July when a New York man's 
death allegedly was caused by the soup. 


Jerry Kehe, Kehe Food Distributors 


warehouse manager, said the soup had 
been returned to the warehouse from 
grocery shelves throughout the Chicago 
metropolitan area. "Some of it came 
back from grocery shelves and some had 
not been distributed," Kehe added. 


Kehe had purchased the soup under the 
S. S. Pierce Co. label, but Bon Vivant 
was the manufacturer. 


"WE FOLLOWED UP all the ship- 


ments made by the New Jersey manu- 
facturer, said Hereford. He emphasized 
"the dealer (Kehe Food Distributors) is 
innocent of anything."

Her Role: Aid 
School Process

The product of education is determined 


by the process. 


This is the philosophy of Miss Joanne 


Newman, who recently assumed the posi- 
tion of division director of curriculum 
implementation 
in 
Palatine-Rotting 


Meadows Dist. 15. 


Making sure the process is sound is the 


role of Miss Newman in her new posi- 
tion, which was recently created by the 
board of education. 


Miss Newman explained that "the how 


of learning as well as the what of learn- 
ing must be taught." 


It's no longer enough for teachers to 


teach in the same manner they were 
taught. Teachers must be more than 
mere disseminators of knowledge, Miss 
Newman believes. 


THERE ARE MANY different educa- 


tional approaches including team teach- 
ing, open class instruction, individualized 
Instruction, inquiry method and inter- 
disciplinary instruction that try to get 
away from the traditional approach of a 
teacher standing before a classroom and 
lecturing on a subject. 


The problem is that many of the ap- 


proaches fall short of their goals and end 
up being a program in name only 


Miss Newman's task is to make sure 


there is substance as well as name to 
new educational approaches in the dis- 
trict 


Working with six supervisors who in 


turn work with the teachers in the dis- 
trict, Miss Newman is responsible for the 
"process" of education She must make 
sure the teachers have the material, 
tools and knowledge necessary to try 
new approaches to education. She is then 
responsible for evaluating the process 
and making sure it is a valid and effec- 
tive one, 


The new social studies curriculum is 


one of the first areas Miss Newman is 
working with. The new curriculum 


means more than a new textbook, it is a 
whole new approach to teaching social 
studies. 


An inquiry method will be used this 


year to teach social studies. Instead of 
teaching students ideas and concepts 
they will be directed to formulate their 
own concepts based on information they 
have gathered. 


Other areas Miss Newman hopes to 


work in this year are reducing the num- 
ber of students requiring remedial read- 
ing in the district and individualizing in- 
struction. 


MISS NEWMAN'S qualifications for 


her new position include a bachelor and 
master's degree, 13 years of teaching 
and four years as a principal. 


Miss Newman has taught every prima- 


ry grade except kindergarten, first and 
sixth. Six years of her teaching experi- 
ence was in a black ghetto school on the 
southwest side of Chicago. 


"That's where I really learned to 


teach," says Miss Newman. She also 
taught for a year in Colorado to a class 
made up of half Spanish and half English 
speaking students. 


Reflecting on her new role, Miss New- 


man said, "I know all the mistakes 
teachers make because I have made 
them all myself." 


Prior to coming to Dist. 15, Miss New- 


man was a principal of an elementary 
school in Skokie for four years. 


Asked why she decided to accept the 


position in Dist. 15, Miss Newman said, 
"I wanted to be involved in a district 
really concerned about chiddren and edu- 
cation. I have found it to be emminently 
so here. The primary concern of every- 
one I have talked to is the kids and that 
they get educated." 


She said she has been impressed with 


the honesty and openness of the district 
and the fact that parents are permitted 
and even encouraged to attend the school 
and see classes in progress.

School Construction 
To Begin Next Month 


Visible evidence of the $17 million 


building referendum approved by High 
School Dist. 211 taxpayers a year ago 
will appear on the district's Higgins 
Road site next month. 


Hoffman Estates High School will be 


under construction. 


Bids for the school were approved 


Thursday night by the board of educa- 
tion. Totally, $7.6 million will be spent 
building and equipping the 2,500-student 
school. 


The school, fifth to be built in Dist. 211, 


is the first of three construction projects 
in the $17 million package. Also included 
will be a school on the district's Winston 
Park site in Palatine and an addition to 
the administration building. 


Tonyan Construction Co., contractors 


for both James B. Conant High School in 
Hoffman Estates and Schaumburg High 
School, won the general contract for 
$4,078,400. 


Heating, ventilating and air condi- 


tioning will be installed by Wagner 
Heating and Ventilating Co. in Addison 
for $1,173,000 and electricity by G. A. Ra- 
fel Co. of Chicago for $918,600. 


THE PLUMBING contract was given 


to R. D. Caruso Co. of Hillside for 
$358,800; food service equipment to Serv- 
co Equipment of St. Louis for $123,600, 
and stage hangings to Metropolitan Stage 


Equipment Co. of Omaha, Neb., for 
$4,300 


Contracts for landscaping, movable 


equipment, the security alarm system 
and some home economics, art, and sci- 
ence equipment have not been awarded. 


Ken Unteed, architect, told the board 


surveying to reestablish markers will be- 
gin next week, concrete will be poured 
over the winter, steel frames will be put 
up early next spring and the building will 
be enclosed a year from now. An April, 
1973, completion date has been set by 
Tonyan. The school is scheduled to open 
for classes in the fall of 1973. 


School administrators have had more 


time to plan the fifth high school because 
of unexpected smaller increases in en- 
rollment.

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Lt. Ted Bracke The Forest Ranger 
A Soft Spot For Kids And Wildlife 


Lt. Ted Bracke 


ftjrWANDALYMUCE 


Lt. Ted Bracke is a big burly cop with 


a toft spot for the forest and for people. 


The 26-year veteran of the Cook County 


Forest Preserve Rangers is the father 
of Wheeling Police Sgt. Ted Bracke. 


The elder Bracke once was assigned 


to forest preserves in the Wheeling area. 
He is now in charge of patrols in the 
northwest division of the district which 
included Deer Grove Forest Preserve 
near Palatine and Ned Brown Forest 
Preserve in Elk Grove Township. 


"I believe the ranger department is 


closer to the people than a police depart- 
ment. He doesn't' just deal with viola- 
tions," Bracke said on a recent after- 
noon, leaning earnestly over a confer- 
ence table in the ranger headquarters 
just off Illinois Rte. 53. 


"The ranger department has more 


functions than any police department," 
he continued. "My men have to know 
about police work — they go to the police 
academies. And they all have an under- 
standing of forestry and fire fighting." 


OVER THE years Bracke has built a 


corps of 10 rangers, hand-picked from 
the 106 in the county, who meet those 
qualifications and his own, personal be- 
liefs about what a ranger should be. 


"We're supposed to be the outstanding 


division in the forest preserve district," 
he said. "Our operation isn't to make a 
lot of arrests — we bend over backwards 
sometimes so we don't have to." 


Many of the problems, particularly at 


Ned Brown, come from visitors who have 
never been in a forest preserve, and who 
need some guidance on how to use it, he 
said. 


"Some kid from the city comes here 


and he's never seen a forest before so he 
starts hacking away with a hatchet 
'cause he wants to see a tree fall," he 
said. 


This summer the rangers had more 


difficult problems in Deer Grove Forest 
Preserve because it became the gather- 
ing place for hundreds and thousands of 
teen-agers. 


The rangers made arrests for drugs 


and tried to control the crowds, who of- 
ten frightened family groups away. 


"THERE ARE a lot of good kids who 


come up there," Bracke said. "Some 
people call 'em long-hairs, but if they're 
nice it doesn't matter to me. The thing is 
these forest preserves are for an the 
people and this is the way we'd like to 
keep 'em." 


For a moment his voice became bitter. 
"I asked the kids why they came 


there, and a lot of 'em said they'd been 
run out of the villages. The villages are 
going to have to take some responsibility 
'cause we can't take care of every teen- 
ager in Cook County." 


Other enforcement headaches involve 


motorcycles, which are banned in the 
preserves, snowmobiles, and hunters. 


This year, snowmobilers are supposed 


to get special forest preserve stickers so 
they can operate in designated areas, he 
said, but the unauthorized ones still 
cause a problem. 


"You can't apprehend a snowmobile. 


They take off through the woods where 
they aren't supposed to be and you can't 
catch 'em," he said. 


Hunting is also banned in the forest 


preserves. Every year the rangers in the 
Northwest Division impound 200 guns be* 
longing to violators, he said.

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Officials Discuss 
Plans To Extend 
Barker Avenue 


Two proposals have been made to ex- 


tend Barker Avenue across St. Colette 
Church property providing a direct route 
to the north and south sections of Rolling 
Meadows.

Fire District 
Redeems $32,000 
Tax Warrants 


Cook County has accelerated payment 


of tax rebates to the Rolling Meadows 
Fire Protection District, allowing the dis- 
trict to redeem $32,000 in tax anticipation 
warrants. 


The fire district had borrowed $32,000 


from the firemen's pension fund June 1 
because of mounting bills and late-re- 
turning tax monies. The warrants were 
issued to pay salaries, insurance, pension 
and other bills which faced the fire dis- 
trict this summer. 


Trustee Robert Ulbrich announced this 


week that "the money is now coming in 
at a rate of twice a week" and the loan 
could be repaid. The original loan was 
repaid along with interest during the 
three months.

More than 5,000 cans of soup suspected 


of being contaminated will be seized 
from a Rolling Meadows warehouse by 
federal officials. 


The U.S. Food and Drug Adminis- 


tration notified Kehe Food Distributors 
Tuesday that 5,203 cans of Bon Vivant 
soup will be confiscated from the firm's 
warehouse at 1125 Carnagie St. The Bon 
Vivant soup, manufactured in New Jer- 


sey, "may be abnormal Indicative of 
spoilage" and also "may have been pre- 
pared under conditions where it might be 
contaminated," Fred Hereford, director 
of the FDA complaint branch said yes- 
terday. 


The Bon Vivant soup began being re- 


called in July when a New York man's 
death allegedly was.caused by the soup.

He 
said a default decree must be ordered by 
the court and if there is no challenge to 
the decree, the soup will be destroyed. 


Large quantities of the Bon Vivant 


soup have been recalled throughout the 
area. A seizure was made Aug. 16 at H. 
W. Walker Co. in Elk Grove Village. 


Six varieties of Bon Vivant soup are 


included in the Rolling Meadows ware- 
house, according to federal officers. 


The Campbell Soup Co., the nation's 


largest soup manufacturer, has also re- 
called some of its products to test for 


spoilage and toxic poisoning. The Camp- 
bell soup in question was prepared in 
Texas and has not been distributed in the 
Chicago area. 


2 Schools 
-Only 17 
New Posts 


Despite the opening of two new schools 


in Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15, 
only 17 new teacher positions have been 
created. 


Paul Jung, director of personnel, said 


a total of 565 teachers are employed by 
the district this fall. 


He explained that although Lincoln and 


Willow Bend Elementary Schools, both 
new, each have 26 classrooms, the num- 
ber of new teaching positions was only 17 
because of the use of paraprofessionals 
and the addition of home economics and 
industrial arts to the curriculum at Carl 
Sandburg and Plum Grove Junior Highs. 


Excluding the additional space pro- 


vided in the two new schools, the actual 
number of classrooms in the district de- 
creased this year. This is because home 
economics and industrial arts both re- 
quire more space than the traditional 
classroom offers. In order to accom- 
modate the two subjects, walls were 
knocked out and several former class- 
rooms combined into one large class- 
room area. 


THE USE OF paraprofessionals at Lin- 


coln School on a pilot basis has also de- 
creased the need for some additional 
teachers. More students are assigned to 
each teacher but the teacher also has 
paraprofessionals assigned to her. The 
paraprofessionals are trained to help in 
the classroom although the actual in- 
struction is left to the teacher. Utilization 
of paraprofessionals decreases the actual 
student adult ratio and makes use of the 
skills of non-teachers. 


Enrollment in Dist. 15 is lower than 


originally projected and the adminis- 
tration is estimating there are approxi- 
mately 12,300 students attending classes 
in the district. 


An exact head count of the number of 


students in the district will be taken on 
Tuesday, the sixth day of classes, as re- 
quired by state law. The head count will 
help determine the amount of money the 
district will receive in state aid this 
year.

Her Role: Aid 
School Process

, The product of education is determined 
by the process. 


This to the philosophy of Miss Joanne 


Newman, who recently assumed the posi- 
tion of division director of curriculum 
implementation 
in 
Palatine-Rolling 


Meadows Dist. 15. 


Making sure the process is sound is the 


role of Miss Newman in her new posi- 
tion, which was recently created by the 
board of education. 


Miss Newman explained that "the how 


of learning as well as the what of learn- 
ing must be taught" 
• It's no longer enough for teachers to 
leach in the same manner they were 
Jaught. Teachers must be more than 
jnere disseminators of knowledge, Miss 
jNewman believes. 
' THERE ARE MANY different educa- 
tional approaches including team teach- 
ing, open class instruction, individualized 
instruction, inquiry method and inter- 
disciplinary instruction that try to get 
away from the traditional approach of a 
teacher standing before a classroom and 
lecturing on a subject. 


The problem is that many of the ap- 


proaches fall short of their goals and end 
up being a program in name only. 


Miss Newman's task is to make sure 


there Is substance as well as name to 
new educational approaches in the dis- 
trict. 


Working with six supervisors who in 


turn work with the teachers in the dis- 
trict, Miss Newman is responsible for the 
"process" of education. She must make 
sure the teachers have the material, 
tools and knowledge necessary to try 
new approaches to education. She is then 
responsible for evaluating the process 
and making sure it is a valid and effec- 
tive one. 


The new social studies curriculum is 


one of the first areas Miss Newman is 
working with. The new curriculum 


means more than a new textbook, it is a 
whole new approach to teaching social 
studies. 


An inquiry method will be used this 


year to teach social studies. Instead of 
teaching students ideas and concepts 
they will be directed to formulate their 
own concepts based on information they 
have gathered. 


Other areas Miss Newman hopes to 


work in this year are reducing the num- 
ber of students requiring remedial read- 
ing in the district and individualizing in- 
struction. 


MISS NEWMAN'S qualifications for 


her new position include a bachelor and 
master's degree, 13 years of teaching 
and four years as a principal. 


Miss Newman has taught every prima- 


ry grade except kindergarten, first and 
sixth. Six years of her teaching experi- 
ence was in a black ghetto school on the 
southwest side of Chicago. 


"That's where I really learned to 


teach," says Miss Newman. She also 
taught for a year in Colorado to a class 
made up of half Spanish and half English 
speaking students. 


Reflecting on her new role, Miss New- 


man said, "I know all the mistakes 
teachers make because I have made 
them all myself." 


Prior to coming to Dist. IS, Miss New- 


man was a principal of an elementary 
school in Skokie for four years. 


Asked why she decided to accept the 


position in Dist. 15, Miss Newman said, 
"I wanted to be involved in a district 
really concerned about chiddren and edu- 
cation. I have found it to be emminently 
so here. The primary concern of every- 
one I have talked to is the kids and that 
they get educated." 


She said she has been impressed with 


the honesty and openness of the district 
and the fact that parents are permitted 
and even encouraged to attend the school 
and see classes in progress.

40-acre apartment site formerly in Pros- 
pect Heights may be decided in two 
weeks.

Kindergarten Blaze Of Color 


The kindergarten room at Dwight Eis- 


enhower School in Prospect Heights will 
greet students Tuesady with a blaze of 
color. 


Bright orange and brown plaid cur- 


tains trimmed with ball fringe cover the 
windows. The once-battered piano has 
become the focal point in the room with 
an orange floral design painted against a 
white background. 


The miniature furniture in the room 


has been painted a deep gold to com- 
plement the brown and beige walls. And 
a carpet with a checkerboard pattern of 
gold, orange and green squares creates a 
cozy meeting place in one corner of the 
room. 


The classroom's new face is the result 


of a summer-long decorating project con- 
ducted by 20 women in a parent work- 
shop. "The room was very drab before," 


said Diane Guarniere, group leader. 
"Now it looks new and fresh and bright." 


THE PARENT workshop was organ- 


ized last spring in an offshoot of the Eis- 
enhower PTA. "The room had nothing 
then but tables and chairs, along with 
toys donated in bits and pieces from the 
community," said Mrs. Guarniere. So 
the mothers, armed with paint brushes, 
sewing machines and hammers, finished 
furnishing the room and color-coordi- 
nated it. 


The women were divided into work 


groups, each taking on a separate proj- 
ect. They met every Wednesday morning 
throughout the summer to get the room 
ready for the opening of school. 


Some of the women transformed a low 


bookcase into a puppet stage complete 
with a roof and storage compartments. 
The 12 by 15 foot carpet was constructed 


out of rug samples. The mothers used 
rug tape to put the squares together. 


A RHYTHM BAND with enough in- 


struments for 35 children was put togeth- 
er by one mother. She bought some of 
the instruments and made the rest. Oat- 
meal boxes and coffee cans were used to 
make drums. Rattles were made by glu- 
ing two paper plates together with beans 
inside. And pieces of sandpaper and 
wooden squares were turned into sand- 
paper blocks. 


The mothers also made doll furniture 


and painted a mural on one wall to 
create a "housekeeping corner." Teach- 
ing aides were constructed out of colored 
paper to help the children learn about 
shapes, letters and numbers. With a coat 
of paint and labels, liquor bottle cases 
were transformed into storage cabinets. 


Bus Service Will Begin Tuesday 


All School Dist. 21 students who live 


more than a mile and a half from school 
will receive free school bus service in the 
1971-72 school year. 


The bus service will begin next Tues- 


day for first through eighth grades and 
next Wednesday for kindergarten pupils. 


School officials said that children who 


live closer to school can ride buses if 
their parents pay $60 a year for each 
child. If enough parents are interested, 
the district may even establish a new 
route for children who pay for their bus 
rides. 


Dist. 21 Business Manager Walter Full- 


er, who is in charge of handling bus 
routes this year, explained free bus ser- 
vice to students living more than \Vz 
miles from school is required by state 
law. 


Free bus service is not required for 


students who live less than 1% miles 
from school, Fuller said, and the district 
will receive no state reimbursement for 
these children who are transported. 


THIS YEAR, for the first time, Dist. 21 


used surveying instruments to determine 
mileage between schools and residences, 
Fuller said. 


In the past the district used its own 


judgment and automobile odometers to 
gauge mileage, Fuller said. 


"The surveyor's instruments are much 


more accurate. This has created a spe- 
cial problem in Buffalo Grove, where 
some- students who were bused free of 
charge last year were found to live less 
than 1% miles from school," he said. 


"Now we are allowing these students 


to ride the bus only if their parents will 
pay for it," he added. 


Fuller said the students involved reside 


in the eastern end of Buffalo Grove and 
attend James Fenimore Cooper Junior 
High School. 


"IT ISN'T POSSIBLE or practical to 


pick up every student at his most con- 
venient location and still transport him 
efficiently to school. We try to establish 
the shortest and most efficient bus routes 
we can, yet we also want to do what we 
can to help when students have some 
problem with the bus routes," Fuller 
said. 


"Often, it is the parents of kindergar- 


teners who are interested in this. A mile 
and a half can be a long distance for 
small children to walk to school, espe- 
cially in bad weather," the business 
manager said. 


Fuller said that exceptions to the bus- 


ing rules are sometimes made. 


"For example, if children must walk to 


school under really hazardous conditions, 
as in areas where there are no side- 
walks, we will transport them at no 
cost. We have done this in several areas 
where the children lived less than a mile 
and a half from their school." 


Dist. 21 is required to bus parochial 


school students within the district to 
school if they live more than 1V4 miles 
from their school and if Dist. 21 bus 
routes go in the direction of the parochial 
school, Fuller stated. 


In the coming year, Dist. 21 will trans- 


port one bus of students to St. Mary's 
School in Buffalo Grove, three to St. Al- 
phonsus School in Prospect Heights and 
half a bus of students to St. Joseph the 
Worker School in Wheeling.

Teach Them How To Learn 


by KURT BAER 


The Rev. Patrick Render, recently 


named acting principal of St. Viator High 
School in Arlington Heights, has some 
pretty definite ideas about what educa- 
tion can and cannot do. 


"The idea that we can give these kids 


everything they'll need to know in four 
years here is simply ridiculous," says 
the 30-year-old Father Render. 


"The best we can do is teach them how 


to learn, and where to look for the things 
they're going to need to know." 


"WHAT WE'RE trying to do is rethink 


our whole philosophy of education, to 
come up with a curriculum that caters 
as much as possible to the individual stu- 
dent. I plan to do a lot of work with the 
faculty this year," Father Render said, 
"to try and turn this school around." 


Last year St. Viator initiated a team 


teaching approach to drug education, 
and this year plans to offer a marriage 
course taught by a priest, a layman and 
a laywoman. 


Father Render has been dean of men 


at St. Viator for three years and knows 
first-hand the pressures and decisions 
that confront today's high school stu- 


dents. One of the strongest of these is the 
pressure, from peers and parents alike, 
to go on to college. 


While many of St. Viator's graduates 


do go on to college, Father Render does 
not like to think of the school as solely 
college preparatory. 


"I think it's a very destructive kind of 


label," said the new principal. "I believe 
we're moving away from such rigid 
categories towards trying to provide 
each studen with the particular skills he 
wants and needs." 


THE COMING year's enrollment at St. 


Viator is expected to be around 1,100, 
with a record number of students coming 
in from public junior high schools, Fa- 
ther Render said. 


St. Viator will also participate this

How- 
ever, a teachers representative has said 
a strike is not likely and a negotiating 
session is scheduled for next Wednesday, 
the day after school opens.

Altobelli Resigns 
As CAP Director; 
Blames 'Hassles' 


James Altobelli, yesterday resigned as 


director of the Mount Prospect Commu- 
nity Action Plan (CAP). 


Altobelli, CAP director since May, said 


the major reason for leaving the volun- 
teer post was "hassles at the Pump 
House Hotline," a telephone crisis Inter- 
vention center 
sponsored by CAP. 


Recently several volunteers withdrew 
their services from the hotline because of 
a conflict over the center's organization. 


"The Pump House is having structural 


difficulties. They have to have some kind 
of governing system. I was using all my 
energy trying to win over the volunteers 
instead of trying to get things done," 
said Altobelli, who Tuesday decided to 
resign. "I found the CAP director has 
little leverage. He carries almost no 
weight at all." 


THE 
CAP DIRECTOR, officially 


termed president and coordinating chair- 
man, coordinates the work of nine sub- 
committees In implementing community 
projects. Two of the projects, the hotline 
and the ICE House (Information, Coun- 
seling, Education), are currently in oper-

"I guess I didn't understand > the com- 


plete system, involving CAP," said Alto- 
belli, who has been working with CAP 
since its inception last year. "My pur- 
pose was to help people, and that's not 
happening anymore. There's a chance 
everything about CAP will just turn into 
a political hassle." 


According to Mount Prospect Mayor 


Robert Teichert, whose Plan for Action 
sparked the creation of CAP, Altobelli's 
resignation is not critical. 


"I feel a little sad that Jim is backing 


away from the situation right now. On 
the other hand I can understand his frus- 
trations," he said. "But I don't look upon 
his leaving as a crisis nor a big emergen- 
cy. I see it as another phase in the 
growth of CAP." 


TEICHERT AND Village Trustee Ken- 


neth Scholten next Tuesday plan to pre- 
sent to the village board an ordinance 
calling for the creation of a community 
services-mental health commission. The 
new commission, if approved, will act as 
an advisory board to the village board on 
all matters dealing with mental health 
and community services. 


"What's left to be decided is for the 


village board to set up a commission, 
and after the commission, a recommen- 
dation for a review of the various pro- 
grams as set up under CAP," Teichert 
said. "Major CAP decisions will prob- 
ably be held off until the commission 
gets going." He said executive directors 
would probably make necessary deci- 
sions In the meantime. He said two exist- 
ing programs would continue to function. 


"Currentlly CAP has a loose organiza- 


tion. A lack of communication has re- 
sulted in some misunderstandings," said 
T e i c h e r t . "The frustrations haven't 
changed merely because Jim has de- 
cided to leave. You can't get a bunch of 
people together without getting 
dis- 


agreement. But none of the problems are 
insurmountable." 


ALTOBELLI, of 617 S. Albert St., 


Mount Prospect, said he had two recom- 
mendations to make concerning the CAP 
program. "I would like to see the ICE 
House go full-time with Northwest Men- 
tal Health Association, and still retain its 
identity a: part of CAP," he said. The 
association, which has given CAP $900 in 
funds, has offered to take over the super- 
vision of CAP'S programs. 


"I would also like to see the hotline 


come up with some kind of governing 
system," he said. "If they don't do it 
themselves, they win probably become 
part of the commission." Altobelli said 
he would like to see the hotline patterned 
after "May Talk," a hotline in Elmhurst, 
which is governed by eight volunteer di- 
rectors. 


Altobelli, who is currently a member of 


the village's youth commission, said he 
would not consider becoming part of the 
new ll-man commission. 


He said he will now give "100 per cent 


of my working hours" to the Screw Ma- 
chine Supply Co. in Chicago where he is 
sales manager.

May Take Few Months To Settle

Salary Talks $54,000 Apart 


School board and teacher negotiators 


in Mount Prospect Dist. 57 are approxi- 
mately $54,000 and perhaps a few months 
away from reaching a 1971-72 contract 
settlement 


"Our salary proposals are $54,000 


apart," said Leo Floras, chairman of the 
board negotiating team. "That's the big 
nut we have to crack. Once we get some 
kind of agreement on the dollar package, 
we can settle on the minor things." 


Negotiators met again Monday in an 


attempt to reach a contract agreement 
before school starts Tuesday. They 
failed, however, and negotiations will 
continue on Sept. 13. "I don't think we'll 
settle before November," said David 
Metzler, chairman of Mount Prospect 
Education Association (MPEA) negotiat- 
ing team. 


The board's latest contract offer in- 


cludes a five per cent pay hike for all 
returning teachers. According to Floras, 
the offer would set a minimum wage in- 
crease at $375. "For example, if a teach- 


er was making $10,000 last year, he'll be 
making $10,500 this year," said Floros. 


TEACHERS DO not think an "across 


the board" raise is equitable, according 
to Metzler. The MPEA's latest proposal 
calls for a 4.5 per cent increase over last 
year's salaries plus .the yearly pay hike 
included for returning teachers in the 
current salary schedule. Teachers would 
then receive approximately 8 per cent 
more money than they were last year, 
according to Metzler. 
" 


"We feel the spread is too wide," said 


Floros. 
'I feel there is no hope for a 


settlement until the MPEA comes to 
grips with reality." 


He said the teachers proposal would 


cost the district about $145,000 more in 
salaries than last year. He said the 
board's proposal would cost $91,000 more 
than last year, as compared to the 
$58,000 the district would have to pay ac- 
cording to the current salary schedule. 
The $58,000 figure is included hi the 1971- 
12 tentative budget which currently 


shows a total $111,000 deficit. 


"We won't be able to sell the board's 


package to the staff," Metzler said. He 
said he plans to meet with teachers the 
first week of school to "find out how they 
feel about the offer." No teacher strikes 
are planned, according to Metzler. 


"THE BOARD'S package offers a 


teacher $5 less than they would be mak- 
ing under last year's salary schedule," 
Metzler said. Under the board's propos- 
al, a teacher with a bachelor's degree 
and one year experience would make 
$7,875, when he would receive $7,880 un- 
der last year's schedule. According to 
the MPEA proposal, the same teacher 
would receive about $8,200. 


The board's proposal sets a top salary 


for a teacher with 18 years' experience, 
a master's degree and 30 additional 
hours at $15,918, as compared to last 
year's $15,540. The teacher's proposal 
would set the same salary at approxi- 
mately $16,222. 


Wetter Creek 
Widening Set 
Next Spring 


Work on the widening of Welter Creek 


between Mount Prospect Road and 
School Street will probably not start be- 
fore next spring. 


Termed "disheartening" by Mayor 


Robert D. Teichert, the latest delay is 
the result of state-appropriated funds for 
capital improvements not yet being re- 
leased by Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie. The 
project originally was slated to begin last 
May. 


According to John Guillou, chief engi- 


neer for the Illinois Division of Water- 
ways, (IDW), the IDW does not plan to 
advertise for bids on the project until the 
money is released. "We have already ad- 
vertised for two other projects for which 
we don't have the money," Guillou 
said. "It would be senseless to build up 
too great a backlog of jobs at this time. 
Once we have the money we will ad- 
vertise for the Welter Creek job." 


A bill calling for $100,000 to be spent on 


the Welter Creek improvements was 
signed by Ogilvie in July. 


What is currently being delayed is a 


second bidding period. The May work 
date had been thought feasible during the 
first bidding period. However, only one 
*id was received and it was 31 per cent 
higher than state officials anticipated. 


THE COST OF the project was, and 


still is, estimated at $83,265. The gover- 
nor's bill will allow up to $100,000 to be 
spent but the lone bid was for $109,199. 


There is a good possibility that state 


officiate will revise specifications and 
shorten the section of the creek to be 
improved in an effort to keep the cost of 
the project below the $100,000 figure. But 
Guillou said that if bids come in a second 
time way over the estimate, "We will not 
hesitate to refuse them again." 


Teichert said it is always disappointing 


when improvement programs take so 
long to get underway. Ronald C. Joban- 
sen, chairman of the clean streams and 
drainage commission, however, said he 
agrees with Guillou. 


"Even if Ogilvie released the funds 


now," Johansen said, "we would have to 
advertise for 30 days and then another 30 
days before a contract is let This would 
take us into November and with the 
probable bad weather conditions it is 
likely only two weeks work could be 
done." 


JOHANSEN SATO Guillou told him a 


contract will be sought by January with 
work to begin in the early spring. "I 
would rather see all the work done at 
once in the spring, rather than see only a 
little done in the fall and then those in- 
tervening months," Johansen said. 


The commission chairman also said he 


would hope that if there were eight or 
nine bidders next time one bid would be 
found acceptable, even if they all were 
higher than the estimate. "We would cer- 
tainly push to have a contract let as long 
as all the bids were over the estimate," 
be said. 


Johansen said he felt this would be an 


indication the bids were fair. 


The Welter Creek project between 


Mount Prospect Road and School Street 
is the first phase of Stage IV of the state 
project to widen the creek and thus in- 
crease its drainage capacity. The second 
and final phase of Stage IV is for widen- 
ing of the creek between School Street 
and Elmhurst Road.

It was a hard sell, but members of the 


village board legal committee Tuesday 
night finally recommended approval of 
an ordinance designed to regulate solic- 
itors in Arlington Heights. 


The ordinance is the latest of several 


proposals the committee previously stud- 
ied In cooperation with village residents 
and members of the Illinois Direct Sell- 
ers Association. 


Trustee James T. Ryan, committee 


chairman, said the proposed law will 
probably go before the village board on 
Oct. 4 to be considered for final adoption. 


Basically, the ordinance requires solic- 


itors and peddlers to register at the Mu- 
nicipal Building. It also allows residents 
to post signs on their property to deter 
solicitation. 


THE ORDINANCE does not, however, 


require solicitors to be fingerprinted by 
local police as did a previous proposal

The committee is studying the need for 


low and moderate-income housing in Ar- 
lington Heights and is planning to have a 
report prepared for the Village Board by 
Oct. 15. The committee includes mem- 
bers of the Arlington Heights Village 
Board and plan commision.

If approved, the new tew requires so- 


licitors to apply for a village license. An 
application must be filled out to identify 
the salesman and the company or firm 
he represents, Ryan said. 


Solicitors also will be required to pay 


an annual fee of $10, or $100 if he uses a 
vehicle other than his private automobile 
in his business. 


Solicitors will be regulated to work be- 


tween 9 a.m. and 8 p.m., unless a resi- 
dent requested to set up an appointment. 


Under the proposed ordinance the indi- 


vidual resident has the option of posting 
near their entrance way a village issued 
card which reads: "No Solicitors or Ped- 
dlers Invited." 


Signs will also be posted at the village 


limits which will read: "Solicitors and 
Peddlers Must Be Licensed and Regis- 
tered. Apply at Municipal Building, 33 S. 
Arlington Heights Rd." 


FOR ANY VIOLATION of the ordi- 


nance, a solicitor stands to have his li- 
cense revoked and is subject to a fine of 
not more than $500 for each offense. 


One purpose of the ordinance is to al- 


low prosecution on a local level, accord- 
ing to Village Atty. Jack Siegel. 


If the ordinance is adopted it will be 


the first set of local regulations Arlington 
Heights has imposed on solicitation. The 
implementation of the new state con- 
stitution on July 1 of this year paved the 
way for the formation of the proposed 
ordinance.

School Starts Tuesday 
-Here's Bus Schedule

Now that bargaining teams for the 


school board and the teacher's associ- 
ation have resolved their differences 
over next year's contract, both sides are 
probably looking forward to a much-de- 
served rest. 


But rumors circulating in younger cir- 


cles suggest that teachers and adminis- 
trators may soon find themselves on the 
same side of the table facing a tough- 
nosed bargaining team of students. 


Although the pupils' position has not 


been announced publicly, informed, high- 
ly-placed, and usually reliable sources 
say the youngsters are pressing for 
change in the following areas: 


—Longer lunch hours at all schools, 


and increased recess time in elementary 
schools. The students say they need the 
extra time because of an increased em- 
phasis on non-verbal communication. 


—JUNIOR HIGH school and high 


school pupils are asking that blackboard 
walls and partitions be set up in school 
washrooms in order that students might 
more freely express themselves in graf- 
fiti and other, extra-classroom arts. 


—A more militant faction among high 


school seniors has said it will not return 
to the classroom in September unless 
new, ashtray-equipped desks are ordered 
and installed before Thanksgiving. 


otudenU in all grades are demanding a 


bigger voice in determining the shape 
and content of their courses. 


"Make no mistake about it," said one 


ninth grade student who asked not to be 
identified for fear of retaliation, "we 
want birds, bees and pollen out of the sex 
education courses, and we won't take no 
for an answer." 


Another student said he was mobilizing 


a group of 16-year-olds to press for Yam- 
aha riding instruction in driver education 
courses, while a group of ardent ecolog- 
ists are demanding that driver's educa- 
tion be dropped from the curriculum al- 
together. 


WOMEN'S LIB advocates are report- 


edly ready to throw down their pots and 
pans to dramatize their demand that 
home economics classes be restructured 
so as to include metal working and fun- 
damental auto mechanics. 


"Out of the kitchen and onto the grid- 


iron!" bellowed one budding feminist 
when asked about her demand that girls 
be allowed to play on school athletic 
teams. 


Football coaches in the district could 


not be reached for comment. 


Administrators and teachers have re- 


acted with skepticism to the rumors of 
mounting student activism in the public 
schools. 


"I don't believe a word of it," said one 


superintendent recently as he left an all- 
night negotiating session. "I just don't 
understand where you people in the press 
get these ideas." 


"THEY CAN'T strike, they just can't," 


stammered one teacher. "Why, they 
wouldn't even know where to get their 
picket signs printed." 


But at least one teacher 
expressed 


some real concern about the new move- 
ment. 


"You 
just can't ten about these kids 


today," she said. "I just find it person- 
ally discouraging that they'd be talking 
about things like strikes and collective 
bargaining when we teachers have tried 
so bard to set a good example."

Some Pupils Get Free Bus Service 


AD School Dlst. 21 students who live 


more than a mile and a half from school 
will receive free school bus service in the 
1971-72 school year. 


The bus service will begin next Tues- 


day for first through eighth grades and 
next Wednesday for kindergarten pupils. 


School officials said that children who 


live closer to school can ride buses if 
their parents pay $60 a year for each 
child. If enough parents are interested, 
the district may even establish a new 
route for children who pay for their bus 
rides. 


School Administrators 
Interpret Wage Freeze 


Teachers in School Dlst. 21 are still 


without a contract but they have man- 
aged to agree with district adminis- 
trators on interpretations of two parts of 
President Nixon's wage freeze order. 


Dlst. 31 Supt. Kenneth GUI said that he 


discussed the wage freeze with represent- 
atives of the Faculty Council, the group 
which represents the district's teachers, 
yesterday "so we'd both be telling the 
teachers the same thing." 


Gill said he and the representatives 


agreed that under the presidential order 
teachers would not receive the normal 
longevity pay raises due them under past 
district policy. 


However, teachers who have com- 


pleted additional training will be able to 
receive raises "because this is consid- 
ered a promotion, not a raise," Gill said. 


On a third point GUI and the teachers 


representatives found the presidential or- 
der unclear and GiU said he would "send 
a direct question to the OEP (Office of 
Emergency Planning)" to get an official 
answer. 
'At issue are the salaries of teachers 
who are coming to Dist. 21 this year 
from other school systems. GiU said it 
was not clear whether these teachers will 
get higher salaries. 


Gill said that he arranged the meeting 


with the teachers representatives in an 
attempt to avoid some of the confusion 
that has arisen from conflicting inter- 
pretations of the wage-price freeze. 


Teachers in Dist. 21 twice turned down 


a contract offer early this summer. How- 
ever, a teachers representative has said 
a strike is not likely and a negotiating 
session is scheduled for next Wednesday, 
the day after school opens. 


Dist. 21 Business Manager Walter Full- 


er, who is in charge of handling bus 
routes this year, explained free bus ser- 
vice to students living more than 1% 
miles from school is required by state 
law. 


Free bus service is not required for 


students who live less than 1% miles 
from school, Fuller said, and the district 
will receive no state reimbursement for 
these children who are transported. 


THIS YEAR, for the first time, Dist. 21 


used surveying instruments to determine 
mileage between schools and residences, 
Fuller said. 


In the past the district used its own 


judgment and automobile odometers to 
gauge mileage, Fuller said. 


"The surveyor's instruments are much 


more accurate. This has created a spe- 
cial problem in Buffalo Grove, where 
some students who were bused free of 
charge last year were found to live less 
than 1% miles from school," he said. 


"Now 
we are allowing these students 


to ride the bus only if their parents will 
pay for it," he added. 


Fuller said the students involved reside 


in the eastern end of Buffalo Grove and 
attend James Fenimore Cooper Junior 
High School. 


"IT ISN'T POSSIBLE or practical to 


pick up every student at his most con- 
venient location and still transport him 
efficiently to school. We try to establish 
the shortest and most efficient bus routes 
we can, yet we also want to do what we 
can to help when students have some 
problem with the bus routes," Fuller 
said.

Arndt 
Suffers 


Heart Attack 


Ferd Arndt, president of the Des 


Plaines Park District Board and Wheel- 
ing Park District superintendent, was in 
satisfactory condition at Holy Family 
Hospital yesterday following a severe 
heart attack. 


Arndt. who was 65 on Aug. 20, was tak- 


en to the hospital's intensive care unit on 
Tuesday evening after he was stricken 
while working in the yard of his home at 
1475 Onkwood Ave., Des Plaines. 


Arndt has been affiliated with the Des 


Plaines Park District since the 1930's. A 
former director of parks for Des Plaines 
district, he is currently serving a second 
consecutive year as the president of its 
board of commissioners. 


Arndt has been employed as the super- 


intendent for the Wheeling Park District 
since 1986 and has been instrumental in 
the development of that district's park 
facilities. He is the district's first full- 
time superintendent. 


IN THE WHEELING district Arndt su- 


pervises the total operation of the district 
and is the chief administrative officer re- 
sponsible to the board. He also holds the 
title of secretary of the district. 


Robert Kunkel, director of parks and 


recreation for the Des Plaines district, 
commented that Arndt "has watched the 
Des Plaines Park District grow." 


Arndt was influential in the building of 


Rand Park and in the 1966 referendum 
as well as other referendums that dis- 
trict has held through the years, Kunkel 
said 


Arndt has said he sees his greatest 


achievement for the Des Plaines district 
as securing the 73 acres of land where 
Lake Opeka and the golf course is lo- 
cated for $1. 


Arndt was voted secretary emmeritus 


for the Des Plaines Park District in 1965. 


In his earlier years with the district 


Arndt served as a commissioner for 18 
years and as president of its board for 14 
of those years. He was secretary and di- 
rector of parks for eight years and 
served two more years as secretary and 
special assistant to the board. A lifetime 
member of the Illinois Association of 
Park Districts, he is involved in that and 
other statewide park organizations. In 
Wheeling, Arndt is active in the Wheeling 
Rotary Club. 


The city clerk said the proposal will be 


heard at a joint meeting of two of the 
city council's committees — Municipal 
Development, City Code and Judiciary, 
in the near, future. No date has been set 
for the meeting. 


The property in question is between Al- 


gonquin Road and Thacker Street. It is 
bounded on the west by the Chicago & 
North Western Ry., tracks and on the 
east by Alfini Drive. 


THE OWNER OF the property, Julius 


Cohen, brought suit against the city after 
the city council concurred with a recom- 
mendation by the zoning board of ap- 
peals to deny rezoning of the land in No- 
vember 1969. 


Robert DiLeonardi, city attorney, said 


the lawsuit was filed and the city filed a 
response. Since then, DiLeonardi said, 
neither party has pushed the matter and 
it has not come up in court. 


The project denied by the city included 


a mixture of apartments, commercial 
and single family homes on the site. 


The property was disconnected from 


the city in 1941. 


Shortly after he purchased the land, 


Cohen petitioned the Cook County Zoning 
Board of Appeals to rezone the land to 
the R-5 multiple family classification for 
apartments.

Oakton Newspaper Staff Eyes Objectives 


The new editorial staff for The Daily 


Planet, Oakton Community College's 
controversial student newspaper, met for 
the first time this week to discuss the 
upcoming school year. 


"Our problem right now is apathy," 


said George Luft, co-editor of the news- 
paper. "We need more reporters. We're 
hoping that after we publish the first edi- 
tion we'll get more response." 


The 1971-72 editorial staff consists of 


many of last year's Daily Planet work- 
ers, including Managing Editor Rich Co- 
hen, Business Manager John King and 
Copy Editor Steve Dolgin. Dawne Kovac, 
the other co-editor, is new to the staff. 


Luft said applications were sent to all 


high schools within the college district's 
boundaries for students planning to at- 
tend Oakton interested in working for the 
newspaper. 


"WE ONLY GOT ONE response from 


all the high schools," Luft said. Out of 15 
students in an Oakton journalism class, 
he said, there was also only one reply 
from a student wanting to work for the 
Daily Planet. 


"After our meeting Tuesday we posted 


signs all over the campus, inviting 
people to sign up to work," Luft said. 
The staff also worked on the first issue, 
he said, which will come out late this 
week or early next week. 


This year's Daily planet will be some- 


what different from last year's news- 
paper, Luft said. A feature section will 
be added plus a regular section on stu- 
dent government. 


"There probably won't be as much po- 


etry. It'll be toned down because there 
may soon be a campus magazine which 
will print the poetry. Last year there was 
no other outlet for it except our paper," 
he said. 


"We're working on a possible cartoon 


series. We'll have 'Kampus Krap' again 
and 'Scoop,'" Luft said. The newspaper 
will also include administrative news, 
advertisements, letters to the editor, 
sports news and photographs. 


"AS FAR AS WHAT we will accept 


from outside sources, the editorial staff 
drew up a policy which will be published 
in -the first .issue of the paper," Luft 
said. 


The policy states in part, "Unlike some 


other papers we feel compelled to print 
what you bring in or send to us. We will 
not refuse to print anything. We do re- 
serve the right to change or modify any- 
thing that we feel will get us thrown in 
jail." 


Luft said the staff formulated the new 


policy because of controversies 
that 


arose last year over the publishing of 
certain items, including an advertise- 
ment for an abortion clinic and a photo- 
graphic layout of the president of the stu- 
dent government. 


The Skokie News, a Skokie community 


weekly newspaper, printed a front-page 
news article at that time which called 
the Oakton paper "pornographic." 


Shortly afterwards, The Lawndale 


Lithography Co., which operates from 
the same address as the Skokie News 
and had been printing issues of the Daily 
Planet, refused to print any more edi- 


tions of the newspaper. 


Oakton trustees then threatened to sue 


the printing firm for breech of contract if 
it would not continue to print the Daily 
Planet. 


"THE WHOLE thing kind of died off 


then," Luft said. "We don't really know 
who will publish the paper this year. I 
think we have one more issue under con- 
tract with Lawndale. We have requested 
a certain amount of money for publish- 
ing costs in the college's tentative budg- 
et. Until that is approved in late Septem- 
ber, we won't know where we stand. The 
board has to 'handle bidding in order to 
find us a publisher," he said. 


According to Dean of Student Person- 


nel John Donohue, "If all goes well, by 
the time they're ready on a regular 
schedule to put out the newspaper, we 


should have approval of the budget and 
the bidding out of the way." 


Donohue said, "Things are really up in 


the air. We're working with a tentative 
budget and also with a possible new pol- 
icy concerning the budgeting of student 
activities, depending on what the board 
decides at the next meeting." 


He said the students may have to pub- 


lish the paper on an issue-by-issue basis 
with a publishing company until the 
budget and the bidding are settled. 


A SPOKESMAN for Lawndale Lith- 


ography Co. said his company had not 
been notified as yet about printing the 
Daily Planet on an issue-by-issue basis. 


Luft said the newspaper staff hopes to 


have a permanent printer soon. "Our 
main purpose is to try to interest stu- 
dents in the Daily Planet. It's up to the 


board to decide who publishes it," he 
said. 


"I don't feel that last year's con- 


troversies will have that much effect on 
this year's newspaper. Not at all. What 
happened last year was that people ex- 
pected something right from the start 
that was journalistically perfect. I think 
they expected far beyond what we were 
capable of," Luft said. 


"As far as the administration was con- 


cerned, it was a learning process for us. 
And I think they still feel that way. They 
weren't on our backs, but they did give 
suggestions, assistance and constructive 
criticism," he said. 


"WE TRY TO USE as much good taste 


as possible. We're not here to see how

yesterday told Santo Volpe, the doctor's 
attorney, he had 15 days in which to sub- 
mit pretrial motions. Parrel Griffin, as- 
sistant U.S. attorney, was allowed 10 
days to answer the motions. 


Judge Decker said he will rule on the 


motions Sept. 28, when he Js expected 
also to set a trial date. The judge said 
yesterday the trial will be held before 
Judge James B. Parsons.

special mailings with this information 
will be going out to real estate owners 
within the next few weeks. 


Altogether, the special mailings with 


the latest assessment totals will be sent 
to more than 1.3 million real estate own- 
ers in Chicago and suburban Cook Coun- 
ty, as the assessment volumes are com- 
pleted for the various townships. 


Palatine Township is one of six town- 


ships to receive the first batch of mail- 
ings. Other townships to receive the re- 


ports are Barrington, Norwood Park, 
Bremen, Bloom and Leyden. 


"What is especially important is that 


all owners of homes and other real estate 
will be provided with this information in 
plenty of time for them to inquire about 
the accuracy of assessments at the as- 
sessor's office, or, if they choose, to file 
an objection with the Board of Appeals 
which reviews the assessments," said 
Tully. 


Tulty explained the mailings will give 


the breakdown of land and improve- 
ments (buildings) in showing the 1971 to- 
tal assessment for the parcel of property, 
as well as the 1970 total assessment with 
the breakdown of the land and im- 
provement assessments. 


If a change has occurred in the assess- 


ments between the two years, the mail- 
ing will list a reason for the change. 


Real estate owners write to the asses- 


sor's office at 118 N. Clark St., Chicago 
60602 or call 321-8920 to inquire about 
their assessments. 


Taxpayers may also make a personal 


inquiry at the assessor's new Depart- 
ment of Taxpayer Assistance on the 
fourth floor of the County Building. 


The mailing will also inform taxpayers 


that appeals may be made to the board 
of appeals in Room 601 of the County 
Building. After the assessment volumes 
are completed by the assessor's office, 
the board of appeals publishes filing peri- 
ods during which assessment objections 
may be filed for the subsequent schedule 
of hearings. 


"By being fully 'informed about their 


assessments at the earliest possible time 
through the new special mailings, tax- 
payers will be enabled to follow the nor- 
mal procedure for seeking corrections 
prior to the certification of final assess- 
ments and the issuance of tax bills," said 
Tully.

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Progress: In Health: A Report To Women 
Swing To Technology 


When a woman Is over 40 she needs a 


checkup more than ever in her life. At 
this critical time it's essential that she 
keep track of herself and her health. But 
health checkups aren't what they used to r 
be. Sophisticated technology, automation" 
and computers have entered the picture. 


This new approach to checkups, known 


as AMHTS (Automated Multiple Health 
Testing Services), might have been con- 
jured up by a science-fiction writer. It all 
bt'EUin prosaically enough when Kaiser 
Permanente in California incorporated 
automated checkups as part of its health 
insurance program about a decade ago. 


The idea has since spread rapidly. 


Some 150 AMHTS facilities are now to be 
found in Louisiana, Wisconsin, Rhode Is- 
land, New York and Missouri as well as 
in California. 


WHERE- SUCH facilities exist, the 


traditional visit to the doctor's office, fol- 
lowed by a few tests sent to the lab, is 
now reversed. Instead, the woman (or 
her husband, who surely benefits from 


checkups, too) enters the AMHTS diag- 
nostic center, which usually consists of a 
labyrinth of small rooms. 


First, a computer takes her medical 


history, flashing such questions at her 
from its TV-like screen as: Do you get 
tired easily? Have you ever been told 
you have a heart murmur? The woman 
types her answers on a special keyboard, 
while in the next room another busy 
computer prints out a concise summary 
of her replies. 


During the next hour-and-a-half, she is 


efficiently guided by nurses and other 
technicians through a 
comprehensive 


series of examinations. She has an elec- 
trocardiogram, a chest X-ray, a breast 
X-ray. Her lung capacity, hearing and 
vision are tested with the latest auto- 
mated equipment. Her blood pressure is 
taken; her blood and urine are analyzed 
by high-precision devices. All in all, she 
may have as many as 35 separate and 
fast-moving testa. 


WHEN THESE tests are completed, 


she has her first contact with a doctor. 
He quickly checks the computer print- 
outs of her medical history and test re- 
sults. Then he completes her physical ex- 
amination. As a final step, he interprets 
the various results to her and tells her 
about any followup that might be in- 
dicated 


Although AMHTS was designed origi- 


nally to help diagnose illness, it's being 
used more and more to prevent illness. 
Automated checkups have revealed unex- 
pected "silent" heart attacks, early em- 
p h y s e m a , glaucoma and pernicious 
anemia. 


"It can detect disease before the 


patient has any symptoms," says one oL 
its champions. "It can help avoid such 
complications as loss of work, hospital- 
ization and disability," says a second. 
"It can prevent untimely deaths," adds a 
third. 


In fact, a six-year survey at one 


AMHTS center revealed that cancer 
deaths had been cut by 33 per cent, dis- 
abling digestive diseases by 20 per cent 
and severe heart disease by 15 per cent. 


THIS AUTOMATED system, asserts 


Dr. Sidney Garfield, who pioneered the 
Kaiser plan, "mobilizes the vast medical 
manpower that is today tied up in the 
deficiencies of an obsolete system." Oth- 
ers add that by using a minimum of the 
doctor's valuable time and a maximum 
of automated machinery and trained as- 
sistants, higher quality medical care can 
reach more people, while still keeping 
the overall costs low. 


The system does have its critics, who 


claim that since computers and other 
automatic devices lack human judgment, 
"they will dehumanize medical care." 
The ultimate value of the system, how- 
ever, its champions acknowledge, de- 
pends on the kind of followup it gets. 


As Norma Burrell, nursing supervisor 


of AMHTS at the Rhode Island Hospital 
in Providence, says, "We try to see that 
the patients who pass through our center 
make a followup appointment with their 
personal physicians and that they keep 
this appointment." This is particularly 
important for the woman over 40, she 
adds, since many physical changes do 
occur at this age and many chronic prob- 
lems can develop. 


The value of regular automated check- 


ups for the over-40 group is confirmed 
by Dr. Morris F. Collen of the Kaiser 
Permanente Program. Dr. Collen points 
out that those between 45 and 55 who 
have periodic checkups don't get sick as 
often 
as their 
contemporaries 
who 


haven't had the benefit of such checkups.

Legislation Ends Sex Bias In Jobs 


Gov Richard B. Ogilvie has signed leg- 


islation which prohibits employers, em- 
ployment agencies and labor organiza- 
tions from discriminating against anyone 
because of his or her sex. 


The Fair Employment Practices Act, 


which House Bill 1975 amends to include 
the clause on sex. already declared that 
no one will be discriminated against be- 
cause of race, color, religion, national 
origin or ancestry. 


The law nlso already stated that Illi- 


nois public policy is to evaluate individ- 
uals on the basis of equal merit, ability 
and capabilities without discrimination 
on these bases. It also stated that Illinois 
policy will protect employers, labor or- 
ganizations and employment agencies 


f r o m u n f o u n d e d charges of dis- 
crimination. 


William C. Ives, chairman of the 


state's Fair Employment Practices Com- 
mission, commented: 


"Sex discrimination, like other forms 


of discrimination, prevents people from 
working to the fullest of their capacity 
and is clearly unjust. Furthermore, this 
new prohibition on sex discrimination 
should make it easier for women now on 
welfare to obtain employment." 


Ives added that women may ask the 


commission to investigate charges of sex 
discrimination. The commission has the 
authority to issue cease and desist and 
other orders to enforce fair employment 
practices.

Legislation Ends 
Sex Bias In Jobs 


Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie has signed leg- 


islation which prohibits employers, em- 
ployment agencies and labor organiza- 
tions from discriminating against anyone 
because of his or her sex. 


The Fair Employment Practices Act, 


which House Bill 1975 amends to include 
the clause on sex, already declared that 
no one will be discriminated against be- 
cause of race, color, religion, national 
origin or ancestry. 


The law also already stated that Illi- 


nois public policy is to evaluate individ- 
uals on the basis of equal merit, ability 
and capabilities without discrimination 
on these bases. It also stated that Illinois 
policy will protect employers, labor or- 
ganizations and employment agencies 
f r o m u n f o u n d e d charges of dis- 
crimination. 


William C. Ives, chairman of the 


state's Fair Employment Practices Com- 
mission, commented: 


"Sex discrimination, like other forms 


of discrimination, prevents people from 
working to the fullest of their capacity 
and is clearly unjust. Furthermore, this 
new prohibition on sex discrimination 
should make it easier for women now on 
welfare to obtain employment.'' 


Ives added that women may ask the 


commission to investigate charges of sex 
discrimination. The commission has the 
authority to issue cease and desist and 
other orders to enforce fair employment 
practices.

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Track Censured For Polluting 


The Illinois Environmental Protection 


Agency has censured the Arlington Park 
Race Track for polluting Salt Creek In 
Rolling Meadows and Arlington Heights. 


"Drainage from the track caused the 


pollution," Ben Leland, environmental. 
protection agency area surveillance su- 
perintendent, announced last week. "We 


Governor Signs Bills 
Affecting 18-Year-Olds 


Gov. Ogilvie has signed a series of bills 


affecting 18-year-olds. He approved a bill 
lowering the legal age of males to 18, 
and vetoed a bill to permit marriage at 
age 18 without parental consent. 


Senate BUI 931, which the governor ap- 


proved, removes the distinction between 
legal age for males and females and pro- 
vides that all persons are considered to 
be of legal age at 18. Formerly, legal age 
was 18 for females and 21 for males. The 
lowered legal age does not apply to the 
Uniform Gifts to Minors Act. 


The governor returned House Bill 1309, 


which amends the law on limitations for 
causes of action. The bill would have 
raised the infancy disability age for fe- 
males from 18 to 21, the same as for 
males. 


The governor noted that SB 931, which 


sets the age of legal majority at 18, 
"gives our young citizens a right under 
our statutory law which was not recog- 
nized in the common law." Eighteen- 
year-olds "should be as legally respon-

The Veterans Administration ended fis- 


cal year .1971 with sharp gains in its 
home loan activities compared to 1970, 
including 25,000 guaranteed loans in June 
— the highest monthly total since April 
1957. 


The aegncy also reported June's loans 


pushed the fiscal year total to 194,000, 
the third highest level since 1959, and a 
six per cent increase over the 186,000 
loans guaranteed in fiscal year 1970. 


The 704,000 requests for determination 


of eligibility tallied during fiscal year 
1971 were a 42 per cent increase over the 
496,000 requests in fiscal year 1970, and 
the highest since VA started keeping 
records on this activity in 1957. 


Appraisal requests took a 52 per cent 


jump from 359,000 in fiscal year 1970 to 
545,400 in the fiscal year just ended — 
the most since 1956, it was reported. 


THE 277,908 LOAN applications pro- 


cessed during fiscal year 1971 reflected a 
38 per cent increase Over the 201,000 ap- 
plications the year before, and were the 
most since 1957. 


On a monthly basis, June's 25,000 loans 


were 25 per cent above May's nearly 
20.000, and a sizeable 90 per cent higher 
than June a year ago. 


Veterans' eligibility requests edged up 


2 per cent from 79,800 in May to 81,400 in 
June. However, this small monthly in- 
crease grows to 70 per cent when com- 
pared to the 48,000 requests in June 1970, 
explained VA. 


Similarly, although appraisal requests 


were down to 62,300 in June from 63,700 
in May, June's total was a solid 72 per 
cent above the 36,300 reported in June a 
year ago.

The bill, HB 684, which the governor 


vetoed, would have removed all parental 
consent requirements for males, retain- 
ing the requirement for females between 
the age of 16 and 18. All persons would 
have been able to marry at age 18. 


The governor returned HB 687, which 


would permit all persons to act as execu- 
tors of wills at age 18, while raising the 
legal age to 21 for both to act as adminis- 
trators. The bill was returned with an 
amendment to make the age require- 
ment 18 for both executors and adminis- 
trators. The difference, as enacted, the 
governor said, is inconsistent with the 
law lowering the legal age to 18, and 
also, would prevent a young widow or 
daughter from being the administrator of 
a husband's or father's estate. 


The governor approved SB 685, per- 


mitting all persons to become notary 
publics at age 18, rather than 21 for 
males and 18 for females. 


He vetoed HB 686, which, he said, was 


identical to SB 931, which was approved.

The state anti-pollution agency 


recently stepped into the investigation 
begun by Rolling Meadows health offi- 
cials in June when samples taken from 
Salt Creek were declared "unsatisfactory 
indicating pollution" by the Illinois Pub- 
lic Health Laboratory. 


The samples were taken from both 


branches of the creek with the highest 
bacterial pollution count recorded in the 
race track complex. As tes& were taken 
north and south of the track, tftt results 
indicated less pollution content. 


"I'M MORE concerned with the poten- 


tial for pollution there," said Leland. 
With the end of this year's racing season 
at Arlington Park, health officials be- 
lieve the pollution levels will decrease. 
"We want to find out what they are going 
to do about it," Leland added. 


Tom Rivera, Arlington Park spokes- 


man, said Friday that the environmental 
protection agency letter has not been re- 
ceived by track officials. However, 
"When we find out what is going on, we 
will take any steps to improve the situ- 
ation." 


Donald Schindler, Rolling Meadows 


sanitarian, said Salt Creek runs through 
the two stable areas on.the race track 
property and the highest concentration of 
bacterial pollution has been found in this 
area. He termed the pollution findings 
"moderate." 


Darryl Kenning, Arlington Heights 


health director, said Friday he has been 


in contact with the track regarding UK 
pollution question and said "the track is 
taking steps to alleviate the alleged prob- 
lem. 


"The barns located near the creek will 


be pulled down and relocated to help al- 
leviate the problem." He also said race 
track officials are considering other 
measures ranging from "very minor 
changes to major ones." 


THE FIRST POLLUTION tests taken 


at Salt Creek were initiated by the Illi- 
nois Wildlife Federation which said the 
creek was polluted and signs should be 
installed to point out the contaminated 
water. The first analysis taken by Roll- 
ing Meadows health officials confirmed 
the pollution claim. 


More tests were then taken and again 


Salt Creek was deemed polluted by the 
Illinois Public Health Laboratory. 


Three basic findings are recorded by 


the Illinois Public Health Laboratory 
when samples are submitted. The Salt 
Creek samples fall into the third classifi- 
cation with the first and second less 
serious.

Doctors Plan Defense To Stop Injuries 


by GARY SHENFELD 


PHILADELPHIA - (NBA) - Since 


1931. more than one thousand football 
players have died because no one ever 
developed proper standards for protec- 
tive equipment. 


Now, a committee formed by the 


American Society for Testing and Mate- 
rials (ASTM) says within two years it 
will be able to tell sports manufacturers 
what a safe football helmet should be 
like. 


Dr Creighton J. Hale, chairman of 


ASTM's technical committee on protec- 
tive equipment for sports, is directing 
the research into how much a human 
body can take on the gridiron. 


"Basically, it's very simple to set stan- 


dards for safety equipment," he said. 
"First, In football we must determine 
what forces are involved, such as players 
coming together, running into the goal 
post, or into a wall. Once you establish 
what takes place, the next problem is to 
determine just what the human tolerance 
level is." 


Hale explained that football players 


take different amounts of energy impacts 
on the head, for example, than they do 
on the foot. All this is further com- 
plicated by the fact that no two players 
are alike. The thickness of the head is 
different and so is the mass of the brain. 
So just how much a person can take 
varies a great deal among individuals of 
the same age, and even the same family. 


Two football players hitting head-on 


may develop a force equal to hitting a 
concrete wall at 20 miles per hour. The 
greatest potential for injury, however, is 
when a player, running at full speed, col- 
lides with a goal post or a concrete wall. 


Bale's group has been working with 


data obtained from resarch animals and 
human cadavers and volunteers. In foot- 
ball, in an effort to determine the accel- 
eration of the human head during im- 
pact, instruments have been mounted 
firmly on the player's head to broadcast 
data to a receiver on the sidelines. Im- 
pacts creating forces more than many 
times stronger than the pull of gravity 
were recorded without apparent injury to 
the player. 


"The head is most critical in football," 


Hale said, "and it must be protected. 
The brain is situated very loosely inside 
the skull and has a tendency to move 
about. It is this moving about that really 
causes the damage, rupturing the blood 
vessels." 


"Some data claim that professional 


football players get punchy from too 
many blows to the head, but there is no 
factual evidence to prove that claim 
now." 


The ASTM committee is concentrating 


on the football helmet first because of 
the number of fatalities in football, most 
of them involving the head and neck. 
Since 1931, excluding 1942 when no 
records were kept, 1,095 football players 


have died. Of these, 742 were directly at- 
tributed to football and 353 were from 
indirect causes, such as'heat stroke, sun 
stroke, and infection. 


Of those fatally injured from direct 


causes, 451 were high school players, 153 
sandlot, 66 college and 74 professional 
and semi-professional. Last year 29 per- 
sons died on the gridiron, while 23 play- 


ers died because of direct football re- 
lated injury in 1969. 


Twenty-six of the fatal 1970 injuries in- 


volved the head, neck and spinal cord. 


"The head must be protected against

skull, while a low velocity impact will 
tend to produce a generalised deforma- 
tion. 


"The problem of developing standards 


for protective equipment in football is 
further complicated by responses that 
may be termed super-human effort. 
Many players, particularly professional, 
attempt to develop hostile aggressions to- 
ward opponents during the game through 
self-induced emotional impulses to hate, 
and even to kill." 


It was in 1890 that Yale football play- 


ers began to let their hair grow long dur- 
ing the summer in order to have addi- 
tional padding. "Although some of us 
may deplore the present long hair styles 
popular among some young males," Hale 
commented, "long hair would 
provide 


some additional protection for the foot- 
ball player." 


Football players for many years would 


not use helmets because of tradition and 
the self-conceived image that they could 
not display their toughness if their heads 
were protected. Many players were 
killed and seriously injured during the 
transition to head protection because in- 
telligent human beings refused to agree 
that functional protection was more im- 
portant than tradition. 


"Today," Hale said, "it is unlikely that 


any football player would volunteer to 
play without a helmet, and the most rug- 
ged players, the professionals, are not 
resisting but are now demanding the best 
protection available."

fans everywhere. 


Funds raised will be directed toward 


Eisenhower College and the Eisenhower 
Medical Center. The midwest coordinat- 
ing committee is headed by five Chica- 
goans John D. Ames, Charles N. Eck- 
stein, James L. O'Keefe, Justin Stanley 
and Morrison Waud. 


Eisenhower College owns 272 acres on 


Lake Cayuga in Seneca Falls, N.Y. Ten 
buildings of a planned 14 are now in use 
or under construction. Six hundred stu- 
dents from 30 states have enrolled in the 
fully accredited liberal arts college and 
are guided by a faculty of 48. 


The Eisenhower Medical Center is 


being built in Palm Springs, Cal. on land 
donated by Mr. and Mrs. Bob Hope. A 
general hospital of 140 beds will be 
opened in fall, 1971, and will be followed 
by units specializing in rheumatic and 
arthritic diseases, chronic respiratory 
ailments, including emphysema and vari- 
ous allergies best studied in a warm, 
arid climate. The General's dream was 
to establish a teaching hospital affiliated 
with an established medical school in the 
sunny desert where he enjoyed his senior 
years and gave his famous "knee-kno- 
cker" description of an Arnold Palmer 
putt. 


On a national level a chain of com- 


mand has been established which runs 
from Robert T. Jones, Jr., as honorary 
chairman to 14 vice chairmen. These 
workers have appointed captains in pri- 
vate and public golf courses throughout 
the land and hope to reach 10 million 
golfers, plus the TV fans, to appeal for a 
minimum contribution of $10 to extend 
the two institutions which so aptly me- 
morialize Dwight David Eisenhower. 


The coordinating committee has liter- 


ature, posters, pictures and bag tags 
available for captains and professionals 
at 350 Park Ave., New York, but the de- 
sire to contribute must be generated in 
all golfers to make the campaign a suc- 
cess and to contribute substantially to 
the General's dream. 


All through his World War II, Colum- 


bia University and Presidential years, 
the General acknowleged his interest in 
and devotion to golf. Joe Dey, PGA tour- 
nament commissioner, remembers the 
time Eisenhower received the delegates 
from 35 countries to the organization 
meeting of the World Amateur Golf 
Council in 1958. He spoke to them in the 
rose garden of the White House and 
urged them to "take some duffers along, 
saying "those hot shots will come back 
from St. Andrews talking only about 
their shots and how they played certain 
holes, but the duffers will go home talk- 
ing about the country and the people and 
that's what it's all about." 


Dey also recalled two more Eisen- 


hower golf stories. One, the time at 
Pinehurst when he came to a State Re- 
publican meeting and left to watch Labr- 
on Harris, Jr. defeat Downing Gray in 
the finals of the 1962 National Amateur, 


and another, before Eisenhower was 
president and was playing with Sam 
Snead. He asked Snead how to improve 
his game and Snead replied, "General, 
don't get hooked on politics." 


The midwest committee is well known 


to golfers everywhere. John Ames is an 
investment bankert former president of 
the USGA and originator of the Chil- 
dren's Memorial Pro-Amateur; Charles 
Eckstein is an insurance broker, former 
president of the Chicago District Golf As- 
sociation and a director of Western Golf; 
O'Keefe, Stanley and Waud are attorneys 
who have served as general counsel and 
executive committee members of the 
USGA. O'Keefe is a former president of 
both the Chicago District and Western 
Golf associations, and they have all been 
active in club, professional and amateur 
golf affairs for many years. Their com- 
bined talent will provide the leadership 
to send the midwest ahead in the cam- 
paign to achieve Ike's dreams, the same 
midwest which sent the General to en- 
noble the world as he enlarged and en- 
nobled the game of golf.

The Northwest Mental Health Associ- 


ation and Forest Hospital in Des Plaines 
have taken steps to temporarily rescue 
the Mount Prospect Community Action 
Plan (CAP) from financial difficulties. 


The association has provided $900 as 


"emergency funds" for CAP programs, 
according to Jackie Christensen, coun- 
selor of the ICE House, a local coun- 
seling center sponsored by CAP. She said 
the money will be used to pay the 
Stptember bills for the ICE House and 
CAP'S Pump House Hotline, a telephone 
crisis intervention center. 


Training of 10 people who have volun- 


teered ss counselors for the ICE House is 
also being conducted by the association, 
according to Miss Christensen. She said 
Dr. Eugene Trager, new director of the 
association, will begin training the volun- 
teers Sept. It. They should start work at 
the crnter by October, she said. 


The association has offered to pay all 


of CAP's bills and act as supervisors of 
CAP programs. According to Miss Chris- 
tensen, CAP executive board members 
have not yet acted on the proposal. 


FOREST HOSPITAL will provide free 


of charge approximately $1,000 worth of 
training for 30 prospective hotline volun- 
teers. 


The first of five training sessions, 


which will total 18 hours, is scheduled to 
begin Sept. 9, Dr. Robert Willford, staff 
member at Forest Hospital who has 
worked with the hotline since its in- 
ception, said yesterday. Training will be 
given to residents who volunteered in 
July to work on the hotline. 


Willford said the training is being pro- 


vided at no cost to CAP "as a public 
service " 


Plans for 44 hours of training at Forest 


for new hotline volunteers had been post- 
poned because of lack of funds according 
to James Altobelli, CAP director. CAP, 
an outgrowth of Mount Plospcct Mayor 
Robert Tiechert's Plan for Action, has 
been in danger of collapse because of 
lack of funds, according to CAP officials. 
Currently village officials are looking 
into the possibility of placing CAP pro- 
grams under the direction of a village 
commission. 


"The training will be preliminary to 


get the new volunteers functional," Will- 
ford said. "But I didn't want to see them 
sit around and be turned off while 
they're waiting. 


-MANY OF THE people at the Pump 


House are going away to school, and the 
number of volunteers is dropping dan- 
gerously low." Willford said. "We felt we 
had a responsibility because we were in- 
strumental in creating the program." 
Training for the 26 volunteers who have 
operated the hotline since it opened in 
March has been conducted at Forest. 


Willford said the training will differ 


from training given to earlier volunteers 
because the nature of calls now being 
received at the hotline are not only drug 
oriented. "The services being asked for 
by the community have expanded," Will- 
ford said. "It's no longer a drug center, 
but a crisis center." 


He said sessions will cover a broad 


range of human problems, including how 
to detect symptoms of psychological and 
emotional diseases and how to handle 
them. 


"We think Forest's offer is great," said 


Altobelli. "We are in the midst of notify- 
ing the new volunteers and they are still 
receptive." 


He did decide to test the seaworthiness

The first Ra voyage ended abruptly 


several hundred miles east of Barbados, 
but the Norwegian explorer has a way of 
making a near disaster sound like a sci- 
entific triumph. His point, that a papyrus 
boat could have floated from Africa to 
America, given proper conditions and a 
skilled crew, was made, or so Heyerdahl 
said at the time. Besides, it was a great 
adventure. 


OKAY, POINT made. Then, inevitably, 


one must ask: Why did he decide to re- 
peat the trip the following year? It 
wasn't because he had several extra tons 
of papyrus which would otherwise have 
gone to waste, or because he had his 
crew on a two-year contract. 


It's my guess that Heyerdahl did it 


again because he knew that he didn't 


make it the first time. And Thor Heyer- 
dahl is stubborn and single-minded to a 
fault. 


In 1969, and the following year, I fol- 


lowed his adventure every league of the 
way since a division of Newspaper En- 
terprise Association distributed his writ- 
ings in North America. So when the rest 
of the world was watching Neil Arm- 
strong on the moon, I was greeting He- 
yerdahl in Barbados. 


In fact, I may have been the cause of a 


temporary loss of Heyerdahl's legendary 
cool. As I was leaving Bridgetown a few 
days earlier than he was, he asked me to 
bring to New York several thousand feet 
of exposed expedition film. And the film, 
inexplicably, was lost for a week at JFK 
airport. The explorer was crushed. Not 
only did he not succeed in his mission 
but the film which would have made a 
motion picture (and pay for the voyage) 
was seemingly lost. 


Only when the film was found could he 


relax and perhaps even enjoy the 
"In 


the Hall of the Mountain King" his wife 
and I hummed at a picnic. 


Well, Heyerdahl's account of the voy- 


ages, "The Ra Expeditions" (Double- 
day), has been published and is a smash- 
ing adventure story, as everybody ex- 
pected it would be.

HEYERDAHL combines an unlikely 


romanticism with practical ability to ac- 
complish whatever he wants to accom- 
plish. No Walter Mitty dreamer could ar- 
range for several thousand tons of pap- 
yrus to be shipped from central Africa to 
Egypt, put together a seven-man crew, 
import boat builders from Chad (the first 
time) and Peru (the second time) and 
allow very little to chance, although 
even he could not tame the Atlantic. 


Yet his book is not a nuts-and-bolts ac- 


count of the proceedings. It is a lyrical 
hymn to understanding, brotherhood and 
the beauty and mystery of the sea. This 
is what a hard-headed Norwegian scien- 
tist can write: 


"The shining celesital sphere seemed 


to be enticing our own swan-necked Ra 
westward. Such eternal movements west- 
ward must have offered immense entice- 
ment to genuine sunworshippers. Res- 
plendent lancets which no royal crown 
could match radiated like a diadem from 
the sea's edge into the sky. A tropical 
sea's attempt to emulate the northern 
lights: first in dazzling gold, then red as 
blood, orange, green and violet, turning 
gradually to black, while twinkling stars 
emerged equally slowly from their invis-

Q — A teacher I know (old me she 


receives a social security check for July 
and August, the months school is not in 
session. I don't understand how this is 
possible since she receives her teachers 
salary 12 months of the year, and earns 
about $9.600 a year. Is this legal? 


A — Even though she takes her salary 


over a 12 month period, it is earned over 
a 10 month period. Your friend earns 
more than the allowable $1,680 but can 
still qualify for a payment for the 
months her earnings are $140 or less. 
Your friend is old enough for social se- 
curity and is considered "retired" in the 
months of July and August. 


Q — Three weeks ago, a man was at 


our house asking for the address of a 
former neighbor. He said he was from 
the social security office but I wondered 
about it later on. What should I have 
done? 


A — The social security representative 


will never be offended if you ask to see 
his or her identification card. They will 
compliment you for doing so. Also, you 
could check with the office to which he is 
assigned. If he is truly a representative 
he won't mind. Imposters can be exposed 
in this manner. 


Q — I just signed up for Medicare and 


would like to know when 1 will receive 
my Medicare card? 


A — Allow 3 months time if you 


haven't received it by then contact your 
social security office. If a need for medi- 
cs! services arises before the card ar- 
rives contact your social security office
